(MT the Javans, a higher cstimate may 
be formed; though wanting in the native 
boldness and onterprie of character which 
distinguishes the Malays, they hare many 
qualities in commen with them, but bear 
deeper traces of foreign influence, and at 
the present period, at least, stand much 
higher in the scale of civilization ‘They 
are almost oxclusively agricultural, ase in 
the extraordinary fertility of their country, 
they find sufficient inducemenia to prefer 
a life of comparative ease and. comfort 
within their own shores, to one of onter= 
prize or hazard-beyond them, The causes 
which bave contributed to their present im- 
proved stute are various, and, however in- 
teresting, it woold swell this paper beyond

The Madurese who inbabit the nelgh- 
bocring inland are distinguished for more 
spirit and enterprize; but the people im 
that quarter whe mare peculiarly attract 
our interest are those of Bali, on island. 
lying immediately cast of Java, and whe, 
at the present day exhibit the extraordinary 
feet of the existence of an independont 
Hindoo Government in this quarter of the 
East, Jt wan an island-thot, oo the ce 
tablishment of Mahormedanism in Java in 
the fifteenth century, the Hindoos who- ad 
hered to their original faith took refuge. im, 
where they hove preserved the recollection 
of their former greatness and the-recorils 
and form of their religion. ‘Chis iskand, 
ny part of which has ever been subjected 
to European authority, contains, with 
Lambok, immediately adjoining, a popu- 
lation not far short of a million. ‘The 
shores are unfavourable to commerce, and 
the people have cot hitherta been mck 


inclined to distant enterprize. ‘The island) 


itself has long been subjected, yo call the 


horror of an active sleve-tradey by which’ 


raeans its inhobltants have been distributed: 
among the Exropean settlements, A mora

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‘In the island of Celebes, we find the 
people of a still more enterpriring chn- 
racter; the eleetive form of their govern- 
ment offers a singular anomely among 
Asiatic states, and is not the least peculiar 
most adventurous trudlers of the Archipe- 
Jaga, to-every part of which they carry 
to the coast of New Holland.. They are 
remarkable for fair dealing, and the extent 
of their transactions. 1 were Cot. 
verted to Mabormedanism at a much later 

than either the: Javans or Malays, 
and. not jenerally till after the arrival of 
the Portuguese in the sixteenth century. 
‘This island contains an extensive populs- 
tion, but its interior and north-western 
provinces arg but little known, and are 
inhabited by the same descriptions ef un- 
cultivated people ns are found in the in- 
terior of Barmeo and the larger islands to 
the eastward. 

(OF the population of the Moluccns, it 
mney be remarked that they are far the most 
part Christians of the Lutheran persuasion. 

The magnitede and importance of Hor- 
neo tore particularly attracts our atten- 
tion. Malay settlements ara furmed on 
its principal rivers, and extensive colonies 
af Chinese have established themselves in 
he vicinity of the gold mines at a short 
distance inland, but the interiar of the 
island is yet unknown. Vario sgetimates 
the date are too uncertain. to be depended 
upon. Tho tribes which imbobit the in- 
terior differ much in charncter; bat the 
majority appear to be agricultural, and a 
race of people who might be exsily im- 
extremely barbarous and it, must be ad- 
mitted, that the practice of man-hunting 
for the purpose of obtaining the heads of 
the victims, is too frequent throughouL.

In the 
idland of Java, the sumber of these settlers 
is not Jess then one Inindred thousand ; o 
sitnilar mamber is to be found in Stam:

‘The valuable gold minus 
of the latter island have affered a powerful 
inducement to. their establishment: they 
are worked almost exclusively by Chinese, 
atl an extensive population of Dayake 
from the interior are rapidly extending 
cultivation im their vicinity, There seem 
to be no limits to the inerwase of Chinese 
on this island ; the redundance of popula- 
tion in the mother country, the constant 
intercourse which exists with it, and the 
inducements efurded for colonization ia a 
new soil, where, in addition to agricul 
tural and commercial resources, the pro 
duce of gold and diamonds appears to be 
qnly proportioned to the labour employed, 
wre such tht, to 4 speculating and indus 
trlous people like the Chinese, they must 
continue to operate in spite of political 
restrictions and partial exactions, Itde- 
serves remark, that of all the inhabitants: of 
the Archipelago, the Chinese, as. well 
from their assimilating more with the- 
cuttoms of Europeans than the nutive Ma- 
homerlans, from. their habits: f ~obe- 
dience and suluniasion to power, are uni- 
formly found to be the most peaceable and 
improvable. ; tty 
From. the review now taken, it will-be 
seen how varied is the population Of this 
Archipelago, both in character and: em-

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Through the unme diverging channels are 
again cirenlated the manufactures of India 
and Europe, and thus a constant Inter- 
course ond circulation is maintained 
through the whole. How much this inter- 

courte is facilitated by the nature of the 
countries, broken inte fanumerable is- 
lands, may be readily conceived, and the 
vastness of the eld may be inferred from 
the extent to which its commerce has ac- 
tually been carried under every disadvan 
tage of monopoliting policy, and of in 
security of person and property by which 
the condition of the people hua been de- 
pressed and their increase prevented. When 
we consider that they are placed at the very 
thresbald of China, a country overflowing 
with on enterprising and industrious popu- 
lation, antious and ‘eager to settle where 
ever security snd protection is afforded, 
that it is this people who have chiefly con- 
tributed to maintain and support the ever- 
gies of the native population, and have 
diffused the stimulus of their own activity 
wherever they hove setthed, and that pro- 
tection only is wanted to accumulate them 
in any nombers, to creste, it tony be said, 
a second China, the resources and means 
of this extrwordinary Archipelago will ap- 
pear without limits. . 

Viewed in this light, Borneo anil the 
eastern islands may become to China what 
America is already to the nations of Ew- 
rope, The superabundant and overflowing 
population of China affords an almast in- 
erhaustible source of colorization, while 
the new “ond fertile soil of these ‘hilanda 
offers the meons of immediate and plentl- 
ful subsistence to any numbers who muy” 
settle in them. Tow rapidly, under such 
circumstances, these colonies may incrense 
in population, where the climate is at lenst 
as congenial to the Chinese as that of 
America to Europeans, may be readily 
concetyed from the experience which the 
latter has afforded. The wealth of their 
mines, and the extent of thelr own native 
population, added to the greater proximity 
of China, are’ advantages which were not 
enjoved by America, and must contribute 
to neelerate the progress of the sane 
zation.

and remote regions, affer sources af almost 
inexhaustible inguiry and research 5 while 
“the obscurity which darkens the origin anil 
early history of the people, the peculizrity 
of their languages, laws, and customs, 
state of the arts and of learning, offer, in 
literary and scientific view, purvuils of no 
Jess interest then importance. Placed as 
we shall be in the very centre of this 
Archipelago, the life and soul of its es- 
tensive commerce, and maintaining with 
its most distant parts, and with the adjacent 
continent, « constant andl rapidly increasing 
intercourse, the means are afforded to us, 
above all other nations, of prosecuting 

‘We bere find human nature at its lowest 
point, in the woolley-healed savage who 
roams his woods in absolute nakedness, 
deriving 2 subsistence from 
roota and fia, and with no other habitation 
than a cavern or a tree ; we can trace the 
progress of improvement in those whose 
agriculture is yet in its infancy, ho clear 
a portion of their woods by fire, and take 
a contingency out of It by planting o 
little rice in the soil thus enriched by the 
ashes. Wedwell with more pleasure on 
those rich tracts of cultivation which adorn 
the slopes of tho contral districts of Java 
and Sumatra, where the mountain torrent 
is arrested in ity course, and mace to flow 
over ond fertilize successive terraces on 
which abundant harvests are reaped. We 
shall meet with states which have risen by 
cammorce to wealth and eminence, anil 
have now sunk since ber sail bas been dis 
played on other shores. To the historian 
sented is unbounded. The Jatter will 
trace, in the languages and monuments, the 
origin and early history of these interest- 
ing people; be will find the Malayan lon- 
frac , on the coasts of Africa, 
‘to. the islands. of the Pacific; he will find 
it connected with Hlnaduism by an influx 
of Sanacrit words, and will trace the effects 
of subsequent conversion in an. accession 
of A ic terms.

War and commerce hes 
hitherto absorbed the’ attention of those 
who have visited these regions, with some 
exceptions, which have rather served to 
excite than to gratify curiosity, ‘Late years 
have been more fertile, and have opened 
the way to farther inquiries, and the spirit 
which has been awakened should wot be 
suffered to sleep. 

It would be endless to point out the 
desiderata which yet remain to be supplied, 
or the subjecta of interest which yot re- 
main to be investigated. ‘The origin of, 
Houdiiem, as it may be traced to Sinm, 
and particularly Laos, and other countries 
not yet visited by Europesns, but wit 
which a commercial intercourse exists, is 
‘not the lesst of these, ‘The objects of 
science are nat less numerous, to say mo 
thing of the vost field which the immetise 
empire of China opens to the speculative 
mind.

Tus is altogether an extraordinary 
work, and ‘calculated, if not, ox the 
autner seems to expect, to form an 
epoch in philology, certainly to excite 
the attention of every oriental scholar, 
and give anew stimulus to philologi- 
eal inquiry oll over the civilized world. 
The work conéists of a series of tables, 
in which all the languages of Asia, of 
which anv knowledge could be ~ob- 
tained, are compared with one ano- 
ther, and also with the ancient ‘ond 
modern languages of Europe. ft 
would be presumptious in us, after a 

hasty perusal of the volume, to at- 
tempt to farm an‘ opinion’of the oor- 
rectiiess or incorrectness of these ta- 
bles, which refer, for the most part, 
to languages of which even our most 
renowned philologists, know scarcely 
more than the names. “Yet we will 
venture to affirm, that in point of 
order and critical attention to ortho- 
graphy and typography, the* work 
greatly surpasses a similar one pub- 
lished by the leartied Pallas, by order 
of Catherine If., from a omss of papers 
Wastily arranged ; and that in its plan 
it has detided advantiges over the 
 Mithridates " commenced by Ade- 
lung and Ginished by Vater. For not-

withstanding the extensive philologi- 
eal learning displayed in the latter 
work; it is deficient in furnishing 
comparison of languages, a deficiency 
whith chiefly arises from the injodi- 
cious delection of the specimens. The 
Lord's Prayer, however beantifidl in 
itself, ia full of abstract terms, for 
which many langeages will firnish no 
proper parallel. “Mr. K. avoids this

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WAR WITH THE BURMESE. 


Ovn time-and space were so limited 
when we furnished, in our Inst num- 
ber, an ortitle on the Burmese war, 
that we were obliged to confine our- 
sélyes to 2 simple relation of its prin- 
cipal circumstances, prefaced with a 
brief outline of the history of the 
notion during the Inst seventy years. 
We now. therefore, in the 
first place, to dwell with more minute- 
ness upon the cvents that have oc- 
curred, and afterwards to describe the 
plan of operations which, according 
to the information we have received, 
the Tadian Government has determin- 
od to ailopt. 

We have already stated that the 
immediate cause of the war was on 
attack by a party of Burmese upon a 
sinall British guard stationed in the 
istand of Shuparee, which is the 
southern extremity of the province of 
Chittagong. This island, if such it 
may be termed (for it is separated 
from the rest of the province by little 
more than a large ditch, while m navi- 
gable river divides it from the Bur- 
amese possessions), has always been 
considered, os the Government re- 
cords aufficiently testify, as a portion 
of the province, and has been regard: 
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ed! by the nearest collector ua belong- 
ing to his district. “Our right to the 
possession was never questioned until 
a short timo previous to the attack 
we have just mentioned. This tithe 
we repeatedly offered to substantiate; 
but inquiry was not consistent with 
the views of the rival elnimants, who 


pref 
of taking forcible possession. ‘Accord 
ingly, we were Jong amused with hos- 
tile indications, and at length the at- 
tack was mode, 

An insult like this it was of course im- 

ossible for us to overlook, particularly 
as the act of aggression had been at- 
tended with the loss of lives, We 
instantly, therefore, announced our 
determination of recapturing the is- 
land ; remonstrated strongly with the 
Rajah of Arracan, who was the prin- 
cipal Burmese authority im that quar- 
ter; and despatched a messenger to 
the Court of Ava. 

Qur réemonstrances with the Rajah 
were mot by the most insolent beha- 
viour, and the most pompous threats, 
He affirmed that not only the island 
of Shuparce belonged rightly to the 
Burmm monarch, but that he /had 
likewise o just claim upon the cities

NARRATIVE OF THE ADVENTURES OF THE CREW GY THE RUSSIAN-AMERIDAN 
COMPANY'S SHIP ST. XICOLAI, WRECKED ON THD, NORTH-WeEst coast 
OF AMERICA. &Y THE SUPERCARGO OF THE 


Ovn ship was bound for the coast 
of New Albion. On the 26th Sept. 
1808 we were opposite Vancouver's 
Cape Flattery, in 48°25’ N. lat. We 
followed the coast during several days 
for the purpose of sketching it. The 
natives came out in great numbers, 
and sometimes we were surrounded 
by more than one hundred of their 
boats, which, although small, gene- 
rally held from three or four to ten 

We oever allowed more than 
three at a time to come on board, a 
caution which seemed the more neces- 
sary, as they were all armed. Several 
of them bad vooskets, others had ar- 
rows pointed with stags’ antlegs, iron 
lances. without handles, and bone 
forks fixed on long poles; moreover, 
they had a species of arms made of 
whale-ribs, of the shape of a Turkish 
sabre, two inches and a balf long, a 
quarter of an inch thick, and blunt on 
both edges; this weapon, we under- 
stood, they used in their night attacks, 
so common among these savages, kil!- 
ing their foes asleep, —

deer skins, and fish, for sale, For o 
large fish we paid them a string of 
blue beads a quarter of an arshin long, 
and from five to six wershok of ginss 
beads; but for beaver-skhins they would 
take nothing less valuable than broad- 

A few days ofter this we had a 
violent storm which lasted for three 
days, the wind blowing from the south ; 
at length a sudden calm ensued, but 
the motion of the waves continued 
very At daybreak the fog, 
which had till then surrounded us, 

and we saw the shore at 
the distance of about ten or twelve 
miles. The calm rendered the sails 
useless, and the high waves would not 
allow us to have recourse to the oars ; 
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ihc catvoon scaled eka 
ly towards the shore. We thought 
ourselves lost, when happily a north- 
westerly breeze sprang up, by the help 
of which we got out of our perilous 
situation, Soon, however, a new storm 
arose, which was again interrupted by 
a calm; and st last, on the Ist of 
November, after much ‘anxiety, and 
still more unavailing labour, our ship 
was cast on shore in 47° 66 N. lat, 
nearly opposite the island of Destruc- 
tien. Happily the ship had run on 
soft ground, and during high water 
when the tide, therefore, had receded, 
we found her still entire, althongh she 
had been terribly shaken, and was 
half full of water, There was, how- 
ever, no possibility of saving her; 
we therefore went on ghore, 

with us the guns, muskets, 

tion, and every other article which we 
thought we might find useful in our 
desolate state. Our first care, when 
landed, was to clean and load our fire- 
arms, as we had every moment reason 
to expect a visit from the natives, 
against whose cupidity and savage 
fury we had wo other security than 
our resolution, This being done, we 
made two tents with our sails, and bad 
scarcely finished, when we saw a host 
of savages pouring down upon us, 
The mate, accompanied by four hunters, 
had gone on board, for the purpose of 
tuking down the tackling from the ship, 
They had taken a burning match with 
them, a ake ae 
in the brig. The captain, standing 

near her, gave the necessary orders, 
while I had the charge of watching the 
motions of the enemy and guarding 
our little camp. 

Our tent was occupied by Mrs. Bu- 
Ingin (the captain’s wife), an Aleoot- 
skian, from Kadjak, a woman of the 
same nation, myself, and two natives,

who had “Jotul ais wihout any invita- 
tion, One of them, n todn (elder), in- 
vited me.to his hut, which, he said, 
was not far off; but prudence. res 
trained me from wecepting this invi- 
tation. I endeavoured to inspire him 
with n friendly feeling towards us, and 
he promised that he would not injure 
us, and would alsy endeavour to pre- 
vent his countrymen froni doing so. 
Tn the mean, time, however, 1 wis 
informed that the Woljusies* were 
carrying af our stores. I entreated 
our people to bear with them as much 
aa possible before hey proceeded to 
hostilities, and to. the 
toén the impropriety. cof the conduct 
of his porty, ond begged him to in- 
dice them tadesist, But as we eoulid 
net converse freely, it took me some 
time to convey my sentiments to him, 
and inthe mean while the question 

waedecided without our interference. 
Our people began to drive the savages 
away, and-they in return pelted them 
with stones, Aas soon as L was in- 
formed of this, 1 rushed. out of the 
tent, but ot the same moment our 
hunters fired, and J-was pierced in the 
chest with a lance. I ran buck for a 
musket, and on coming out again sow 
the own who had wounded me; he 
held a lance in one hand, and in the 
other he hada stone which he hurled 
at my head, with.cuch violence 2s to 
make mo stagger to. the ground; I 
fired, however, and be fell down ee 

savages soon took to flight, leay- 
Fee two dead behind, | and carrying one 
delat = many wounded with 





(Sarr: 
in the morning went to examine the 
country, with a view of finding a spot 
where we might winter in safety ; but 
we fouml the whole of the’ const 
covered with thick forests, and so low 
that at-high water it would be over- 
flowed; it was, consequently, in no 
way adapted for our purpose, The 
captain therefore collected us together, 
and informed us, that by next spring 
the Company's ship Kadjak would 
touch upon this const, in a harbour 
not more thon sixty-five miles-distant 
from the spot where we then were, to 
which harbour he proposed that we 
should immediately proceed. Asthere 
was neither bay nor river marked on 
the chart which could impede our jour- 
ney, he thought itmight bevery speedily 
accomplished ; and that while the sa- 
vages were engaged in plundering the 
vessel we ehould have nothing to fear 
from tiem, sine they could derive no 
advantage from annoying ux. We all, 
therefore, unanimously. replied, “ be 
it as you propose, we shall not disobey 

u.”" 
thes we entered upon bar matcd, 
each of us-armed with two muskets, 
one pistal, a quantity of ammunition, 
besides three barrels of powder and 
some. provisions which we-carried with 
ua. Previously to our departure, how- 
ever, we had taken care to spike the 
guns, destroy the muskets, and throw 
thom, together with “the remaining 
gunpowder, pikes, hatchets, andl other 
iron tools, inte the se, We crossed 
a fiver in our boat, und ofter alvanc- 
ing about twelve miles through the 
forest we stopped for the night, and 
having sct our antes) Samra st wish: 
out being disturbed. 

In the morning we edeitir our 
route, left the forest, and aguin ap- 
prooched the const, where we halted, 
in order to clean ourfire-arms, About 
two o'clock pac, we were overtaken 
hy two suvayes, one of wham was the 
todn who bad visited us on our first 
landing. They gave us to understand 
that by following the const we should 
mect with many tmpediumenta, both 
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from its sinuosities and from the 
rocks, of which latter they reported 
that some were impassible. They 
niso showed us a beaten track through 
the forest, which they advised us to 
follow, ufter which they prepared to 
leave og. Before their departure, hnw- 
ever, endeavoured to give them a 
more formidable idea of the power of 
our fire nema, by firing with a rifle ot 
a small cing marked upon-a board, ant 
# distance of 120 feet. ‘The bull pierced 
the board where Phad marked it, and 
the savages; after having examined the 
aperture and measured the distance, 


Doring the night a violent storm 
arose, accompanied by rain and snow ; 
andthe bad weather continuing through 
the following Uay, we were obliged to 
wait ina cave tillit was over. 
all this time we were beset by the 
savages, who frequently rolled stones 
upon wé from the top of the hill, The 
weather clearing up the next morning, 
we pursued our journey till we reach- 
ed a stream of some depth, which we 
followed on a beaten path, in the hope 
of meeting with a shallow part where 
we might ford it: ‘Towards evening 
we arrived ato large hut. The inha- 
bitwnts hod left, but n fire was still 
burning near it, and it contained o 
large supply of dried kishutches (a 
apecies of sulmon’, and opposite to it 
poles were fixed in. the water for the 
purposes of fishing. We took twenty- 
five of these fish, for which we left 
phout six yards of beadls by way of 
payment; after which we encamped 
for the night, about 200 yards from 
it-in the forest. 

In the morning we perceived that 
we were surrounded by a troop of 
savages, armed with lances, forks, 
and srrows. 1 went forward and fired 
my piece over their heads, which had 
the desired. effect; for they imme- 
diately dispersed and hid themselves 
amongst the trees, and allowed us to 
proceed. In this manner we had con- 
tinually to contend ngainst the sa- 
vages, whom we endeavoured to avoid, 
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but who were constantly besetting ws, 
watching for n favourable moment for 


annibilsting ua. . 

On the Tur of November we mitt 
with three men and a woman, who 
gave us some dried fish, spenking at 
the some time wery ill of the, tribe 
among whom we hod hitherto suffered 
so much, and extolling their own. 
They followed us till the evening, when 
we reached the mouth ofa small river, 
on the opposite side of which stood # 
village consisting of six huts. “Hore 
they advised ua to woit till high-water 
tide, which would come on during the 
ni¢ht, when they would get us boats 
to puss us over, adding, that it would 
not be eaft to cross-at low water. We 
felt, however, no inclination to trust 
ourselves in thelr hands during the 
night, and therefore retired to some 
next morning. — ~ 

When we came again to the mouth 
of the river we saw nearly 200 savages 
near the hits; but as we could obtain 
no answer to any of oti questions res 
pectin: & fmssage, we proceeded up- 
wardsin search ofa ford. As soon as 
the natives perceived our intention, 
they sent us about rowed by two men 
who were completely nuked. As this 
boot could not have held above ten peo- 
ple ot a time, we begged them to send 
ua another, thar we might all eroua nt 
the same time. ‘They complied with 
our request In sending a-second boat, 
but so small a one that not more than 
four persons could sit in it Tt was 
attended by the woman whom we hol 
met the day previous, ‘The small 
boat was assigned to Mrs, Bulugin, a 
male and a female Aleootskian, and a 
youth who had been apprenticed on 
board the ship, whila nine of the 
boldest hunters embarked.in the other, - 
the others remaining on the bank. As 
soon na the grent boat, had reached the 
middle of the stream, the svages- who 
pulled it drew out » piece of wood 
which closed a hole which had beea 
purposely made at the bottom of it,

bread being consumed, and the quai 
tity of sponges found not proving 
sufficient for sixteen men, we killed 
our faithful companion, a dog, and 
shared his flesh amongst os, Our dis- 
tress had now arrived at such a pitch, 
that our captain resigned his com- 
mand into my hands, with the appro- 
bation of the while crew, declaring 
himself unable to conduct us any 
longer. | 

On the 13th the rain continued. On 
the 14th the weather cleared up, and 
we resolved to attack the two hits 
which we had foticed. We folind 
them deserted by all their inmates, 
except a lad about thirteén years: of 
age, who was a prisoner, This lad 
informed us that the owners of these 
huts had hastily crossed the river on 

our footmarks. 

After taking ‘twenty-five dried fish 
for each man, we again retreated to’ 
the woods. We had not proceeded 
far, however, when we saw one of the 
natives running after us, upparently 
with the intention of making some 
communication but as we were ap 
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then lest he should discover our 
retreat, we aimed at him with our 
muskets, and thus forced him to re- 
treat. We then advanced until we 
reached the edge of a rivulet, where 
our party halted. I then went, with 
one of. the bunters and an Aleoot- 
skian, to a neighbouring hill, for the 
of reconpoitring. The hunter 
led the way, but bad scarcely reached 


means of crossing the river, we re 
solv to follow the stream upwards, 
| we should reach 2 convenient spot 
for fishing, where we intended to in- 
trench ourselves for the winter; after 
. we might act according to cir- 
cumstances. This march was 2 very 
laborious one, for we were frequently 
compelled to leave the banks of the 
river on account of the thick under- 
wood and rugged precipices with which 
they were lined; 


the unfortunate captive. But the sa- 
in addition, declaring that their coun- 
trymen would pot part with her for a 
lower price.

The unfortunate couple 
were melted into tears, and their con- 
yulsive sobs almost deprived them of 
titterance. We also wept ; and none 
but the unfeeling natives rem un- 
told her husband 
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of such an act, representing that hay~ angles. Soon after we were again visited

_A few days after this we entered

we asked him to sell ws some fish, bat 
receiving a rude answer, we put him 
under arrest, declaring that he shoul 
not be released till he kad furnished 
bs with our winter store, o2.—foor 
hundred salons, anid four bladders of 
caviar, He immediately dispatched his 
companions, who returned to him twiee 
in the course of the week, holding 
secret conferences with him,- At last 
he asked us for a passage for his boats, 
which being granted, we soon saw thir 
teen boats, containing about seventy 
peuple af both sexes, going down'the 
river: these people soon returned to 
us with the articles required. We 
alo obtained of them u boat suite. 
ciently. large to carry six persons. We 
then distuinaed the young man, alter 
presenting him with o spoiled miusket 
and a few) clothos, 

We frequently sent our baat up the 
river, end wherever we foand any: fish 
in the huts, s¢ized upon. them as daw. 
ful prizes, One doy, when our bout 
was absent on one of these excursions, 
we had occasion to stop several boubs 
full of savages, who were rowing ‘in 
the same direction. As soon os: our 
boat returned, we. allowed. them to 
proceed; they declined, howaver, sny- 
ing that as our boat had taken away 
their fish, they had no farther business, 
Tendeavoured to make. them under 
stand, that having been driven to this 
spat by their cruelty, we hod no‘other 
resource for the preservation of our 
lives, thun seizing upon their stores. 
[ ossured them, however, thatowe 
would content ourselves with what es 
could find up the river, if they would 
leave us unmolested for the winter, 
nor would we ever, in anch case, send 
our boat downwards. This diplomatic 
point having been agreed to, we re- 
mained undisturbed during the whole 
winter, and in possession of abundance 
of food, 

Being informed that the savages were 
gathering in large numbers at the mouth 
of the river, and preparing to obstruct 
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manner, it was resolved to 
baild another boat, with which we 
might, in the ensuing spring, ascend the 
river ns high ss posvible, and then, 
turning towards the south, endeavour 
te reach the river Columbia, mbapeit 
which the natives are Jess barbarous. 
The task was difficult, bot it was exe- 
cuted: and we only waited for mild 
weather to enter upon our harurdous 
expedition, when an event eveurred 
which frustrated the whole of our 
plan. 
Mr. Bulugin resumed his commend 5 
and having embarked in our boats, we 
left our barrack on the 8th of Febru- 
ary 1600, and suited down the river. 
We stoppedat the same spot where, the 
year before, Mrs. Bulugin hal been 
produced to us, “We now clearly per- 
ceived the object of our captain; but 
so great Was our compassion for his 
i that we silently resigned 
ourselves to the dangers to which b 
wae about to expose us. . 
Here we were visited by an old man, 
who presented us with an iahkal (a 
water-tight basket made of branches), 
full 6f ao species of root of which ma- 
jercg brew a kind of acid liquor. He 
how! bintself very attentive, and of- 
fered to pilot us down the river, the 
navigation of which was tather ‘intri- 
ente, on -necount of the many trees 
that were floating in it: we accepted 
hie offer, and he nsequitted himself 
honowrably. Having reached a small 
isiand, he ordered us to come to, and 
he went on shore. He returned soon 
after, informing us that there were 
many people on the island, who would 
shoot at us if we attempted to pass; 
he offered, therefore, to take us 
through o narrow channel, where we 
should be safe. We hod nothing left 
but to trust to his honour, and we were 
not disnppointed, We reached the 
mouth of the river in safety, and 
latided on’ n spot opposite an Indian 
village. Here our guide, whose name 
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presentéd him with n shirt, a neck- 
cloth, and a tim medal, cast for the 
oceasion, and which we requested 
him to wear suspended about hisneek, . 

Next morning we were visited by a 
great many natives, and among them 
we recognized the woman who had 
deceived us, and drawn Mrs. B. and 
her companions into captivity. We 
immediately seized her, together with 
a young man, abd, having fastened 
loge of woud to their feet, we d 
that they should remain our prisoners 
till our people were restored to wa, 
Soon after the woman's husband made 
his appearance, and assured us that 
they were not umong them, having 
been allotted to another tribe; but 
that he would go in search of them, 
und bring them to us in four days, if 
we would only promise not to kill his 
wife in the interval. 

We now intrenched ourselves ona 
neighbouring hill; acd about o week 
after, a number of savages appeared on. 
the opposite shore of the river, ex- 
presking a wish to enter into treaty 
with uw, T immediately went down to 
the wuter’s edge, attended by severdl 
of our people. An elderly man, dress-— 
ed in the European style, appeared as 
the leader of the opposite party, 
amongst whom was Mrs. B. She im- 
mediately told ws that our female pri- 
soner was the sister of this chief, that 
they were both kind people, to whom 
che owed the greatest obligations, and 
demanded that we would instantly set 
her at liberty. On our telling her, 
however, that her husband would not 
liberate her, unless she herself were 
first restored to him, she replied, to 
our horrer aid consternation, that she 
was very well contented to stay where 


she was; at the same time advising us. a* 


to deliver ourselves also to her pre- 
sent protectors. Their chief, she said, 
wos a candid and honourable man, 
well known on this const, who would, 
without the least doubt, liberate, and 
ecnd us ca board two vessels, now 
lying in the bay of St. Juan de Fuca. 


As to the other prisoners, she said, 
they were dispersed among the tribes 
in the vicinity. 

oT tied for some time to persuade 
her to o different determination; but 
finding her immovable in ber resolu- 
tion, 1 returned, and reported her an- 
swer to her husband. The poor man 
thought at first that I was joking, and 
would not believe me; but after a lit- 
tle consideration he fell into a com- 
plete fury, took up a musket and swore 
he would shoot her. But he had not 
gone many steps when he relented ; he 
stopped, and bursting into tears, beg- 
ged me to go by myself and. try again 
to her to renson, and even to 
threaten that he would shoot her. 1 
went and did as he bade me, but the 
woman resolutely teplied: “as to 
death, I fear it not; 1 will rather dic 
than wander with you again throngh 
the forests, where we may fall at last 
into the hands of some cruel tribe,

. This crue! answer almost deprived 
“the unfortunate and dowting husband 
of his senses: he leaned ngainst a tree 
and wept bitterly, In the mean tine

advice. I communicated my resolu- 
tion to my companions, who ut first 
unaninomely declared ogainst it; but 
on Mr. Bs declaring thet he would 
follow my example, they begued to be

The remainder of our comrades, how- 
ever, -obstinately refused to follow ; 
‘taken, therefore, n hearty fare- 
well ‘of each other, we departed with 
4 ‘the tribe to which we now belonged. 
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The next day we reached the village 
of the Koonishtahati (a tribe in the vi- 
cinity of Cape Flattery); where my 
host, the above-named chief, Footra- 
mati, had his winter residence: Me. 
B. went to the master of his wife, 
whilst the three others fell into various 
hands, 

The remainder of our companions 
attempled to reach the Island of De- 
struction, bat foundered upon a rock, 
and after losing all their guopowder, 
had some’ difficulty in escaping with 
their lives, They tried, therefore, to 
overtake us; but being intercepted by 
another tribe, they were all taken 
prisoners and dispersed along the 


const. 

Atthe end of about a month my mas- 
ter returned to his village near Cape 
Flattery, taking with him myself and 
Mr. 8 ., whom hehad purchased from his 
master, with a promise of purchasing 
his wife also. We lived for some time 
very comfortably ; but afterwards our 
situation frequently changed; the sa- 
vages sometimes selling, sometimes giv- 
ing us to one another. The fate of poor 
Mr. and Mrs. B., who had become re- 
conciled to each other, was truly cruel 
sometimes they were united ely 
sometimes they were sop and 
in constant fear of being so for ever. 
At lust death kindly released them ; 
the Indy died in Angust 1800, and in 
February of the following year her dis- 
consolate husband followed her, but 
not to the grave, for his wife had been 
at her death in the hunds of such o 
bartmrian, that he would not allow her 
a burial, but bad her exposed in the 
forest. 

In the menn time, I passed the 
greater part of my captivity with the 
good Yootramaki, who treated me like 

afriend. These people are like chil- 
dren, and pleased with every trifle; I 
found, therefore, no difficulty. in in- 
gratiating myself with them, and the 
constriction of a paper kite and a 
watchman's rattle, spread my repute- 
tion, as well as that of the Russian 


"=" 
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‘At last their veneration for my abilities 
was carried so far, that in one of the 
general assemblies of: the Toens, it 
was resolved that they would hence- 
forward consider me as one of their 
equals; after which I always enjoyed 
the same honours a5 my master, oF 
any other chief, They often wondered 
how Bulugin, who could neither shoot 
birds dying nor use the hatchet, could 
have been our chief. 

- During the ensuing winter, so great 
a dearth of provisions ensued, that 
one beaver was puid for ten sal- 
mons, With some chiefs the want 
wat so great, that three of our coun- 
trymen took refuge with me, and my 
master was kind enough to support 
them till the next spring, when they 
were demanded buck by their owners, 
and T hed influence enough to ensure 
them immunity for their flight. 
<n the month. of March we again 
removed to our summer village, where 
I built for myself a but with em- 
brasures’ for defence, and of so novel 
a construction, that the chiefs came 
from great distances in order to see 
and<odmire it. In the mean. time, 
however, God had heard our prayers, 
and provided for our deliverance. On 
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the 6th of May, an American brig, the 
I went on board, and-found one of 
our companions, whom the Captain 
This honest tar immediately offered to 
ransom the whole of us, Thesavages, 
who thought this a good opportunity 
for obtaining large quantities of Euros 
demands, that Capt. Brown, to cut the 
matter short, took one of their chiefs 
into custody, and declared that he 
would detain him till all the Rassians 
were delivered up to him for a mode- 
rate price, for which several of us had 
already been ransomed. This pro 
ceeding had the desired effect ; in less 
than two days he liberated thirteen of 
us. Seven had died during our cap- 
tivity, one had been sold to a distant 
nation, among whom he remained, and 
one was ransomed in-1809, by another 
American vessel, near the river Co- 
lumbia. 

On the 10th of May our vessel 
weighed anchor, and after touching at 
several points of the const, for the

OBSERVATIONS ON THE SELECTION OF BENGAL RAW SILKS 
FOR THE EUROPE MARKET. 


Twe importation into Britain of raw 
silk from the East-Indies, has been pro- 
gressively on the Increase for the lost few 
years, and is now become of stich mani- 
tude 24 to constitute one of the leading 
branches of eastern trade ; should this in- 
crease continue with a proportionate im- 
provement in quality, there can be little 
doubt, but that in # short period of time, 
the necessity of drawing supplies from 
lily (whieh ot present casts the balance of 
ear trade with that country, greatly to our 
disadvantage) will be nearly, if not altoge- 
ther, removed. 

As the principal couse of the imperfcc- 
dow of privae investments of this article 
appears to be the want of knowledge in 
the purchase in India with regard to the 
several qualities of ailky it ty not be 
supertuous to offer euch observations os 
may present te the bayer such points os 
are desirable to be attended to, and induce 
a thie attentive selection than hes hithert, 
either from want of sufficient information 
or cord, beon effected). 

‘The loading point which determines the 
value of Bengal raw silk, ia the clean- 
ness, or, being free from kniba or knots 
known amongst the manufacturers by the 
appellation of * foul ;" evenness of thread 
is also most eevential, bat silk free from 
foul, will very rearly be uneven, and if 
foul, cannot be even; indeed, the terms 
foul and uneven in this ce may be con- 
sidered synonymous, 

To judge if sitk be cléan, the best ode 
isto open the skein, and stand with your 
back to « window, so that you look down 
the extended silk in the somedireetion that 


the fight falls; by this mean you will 
emily perceive any foulness that exists, 
anda very little practice will enable any 

person by a mere coup d"eil to judge ac- 
stately oy this moat essential quality 
of Bengal row silk, The skein being 
well shaken should not exbibit amy dust‘or 
loose ends. 

The different degrees of fineness and 
coarseness are denoted by the letters A. TE, 
C.—Silk of 4-5 cocons is called A. No, 
1: of 6-8 cocons A No. 3; of 8-10 co 
cons B. No. 1; of 10-12 eoxtons BL No. 
=F of 19-14 und 16-18 éncons Bi. No. 3; 
af 18-40 cocoms C. No.l; of S022 coe 
cons C. No. 2; and of 29-24 cocoms, de, 
C. No, 4.—All filature sifk or thet which

Wf our readers participate with os in 
these sentiments, they will certuinly re- 
quire no apology for an occasional re- 
trdepective notice of these early tre- 

vellers. We have mentioned but a few 
of the most renowned of them ; for the 
age of Elizabeth was as fruitful in il 
trepid and curious voyagers, as in he- 
rocsand poets, The age of Sidney, 
Shakespeare, Johnson, and Spenser, 
was that of Raleigh, Drake, Cavendish, 
and Middleton, the age, in fact, of the 
founders of that Indian empire which 
new distributes the blessings of jus- 
tice and moderntion over seventy 
millions of our fellow creatures, 

Among these early voyagers, Char- 
din will ever be pre-eminent for his 
honesty, his impartiality, and his mi- 
nuteness of detail; always instructive, 
never tedious, the worthy jeweller 
hos lef us a work, the high value of 
which has been much increased by 
the copious and learned notes of his 
latest editor, M. Langlés. 

The humble culogium we are about 
to offer to the memory of the Cheva- 
lier d'Arvieux is scarcely needed, 
perhaps, after the testimony of the 
learned editor we have just mention- 
ed;* but we can never think of any of

merely to cavil at the ways of God, 
and cost o-hearthess sneer at revela- 
tion ! 

The Cheyntier was born on the Ist 
June 1635, of an ancient and noble 
family, from which his biographer, 
P. Lahat, affirms the English one of 
Harvey, as well os several other 
branches in Italy and France to be 
descended, giving us as the armorial 
bearings of all, “ Vagur au. griffon 
d'or, armé langué et vilainé de 
gueuies.”"* He was placed aran early 
age in the college at Marseilles, from 
which he was soon compelled to re- 
move by the breaking out of the great 
plague. On retiring to his paternal 
dorain, he employed himself in his 
favourite study of the mathematics 
till the death of his father, who was 
assasiinated in the year 1650, He 
was then, at the age of fifteen, desir- 
ed by his mother to undertake the 
management und direction of the es- 
tate, which destination of our future 
traveller was, however, prevented by 
her imperious and wasteful conduct, 
and his own ardent desire to visit the

Having an opulent kinsman settled 
at Smyrna, be set sail for that port 
6th October 1643, on board the Pos- 
tillon, Capt. Grimond, After touching 
at Genoa, the vessel proceeded to Lez- 
horn, and here on effectual etop was 
very nearly put to our traveller's fir- 
ther progress by o perfidious attack 
made upon the vessel by a Dutch ship 
within the mule, This attempt, to 
which the history of the Hollanders 
presents many parallels, was repulsed. 
After successfully weathering a tre- 


‘ mendous, gale, anil stopping for o few 


hours only at Malta, the vessel reach- 
ed Smyrna on the 4th December. 

The Chevalier’s abode at Smyrna 
offers nothing particularly interesting 
to the orientalist, although his obser- 
vations on the state of society are 
characterized by all the liveliness of 
his nation, and are interspersed with 
the most curious anecdotes. Eti- 
quette and politeness could scarcely 
be observed with greater nicety thon 
he describes them to have been to- 
wards the Sharefs when detected in 
any delinquency ; a system, indeed, 
which might have satisfied the old 
court of Spain itself.

We would willingly transeribe the 
tale he gives us of the grateful Turk, 
and the Knight of Malta, whom he 
cured of the gout, but the limita of 
this notice will not permit us. We 
must content ourselves, therefore, 
with simply stating that his patients 
received four or five hundred blows on 
the soles of their feet, which were 
afterwards scarified and then anointed 
with balm of Mecen: “voila Ia re- 
mede,” says the Chevalier, “il est 
libre & tous les gouttenx des*en ser- 
vir.

M. Bertandié, of Marseilles, having, 
in partnership with M. Souribe, of the 
sume city, engaged ina large merean- 
tile concern for Sidon, sent orders to 
histrother, the patron of our traveller, 
to proceed thither on the first oppor- 
tunity.

They 
embarked on the 7th February 1638.

The little pamphlet of Sayyid Mus- 
tafa, “Sur état actwel de I Art Mili- 
tairc, du Génie et des Sciences i Con- 
stuntinople,” affords sufficient evi- 
denee, did no other exist, of the 
deplorable and wilful ignorance of the 
great mags of the nution, and at the 
same time gives an nlmost affecting 
narrative of the exertions of the un- 
fortunnte prince to whom we have 
just alluded, and of the small number 
af those who lnboured under him in 
the cause of improvement. 

We tay be told that this decrepi- 
tude of the Ottoman empire is'a good 
thing; that had it not been thus, the 
Greeks could never have had that 
prospect of independence which every 
good and humane man must rejoice to 
see before them. That the Greeks: 
have been for three centuries crushed 
beneath a most brutalising tyranny, 
and have been treated by the Turks 
as the Helots were by the Spartany, 
is unquestionable; and where is he 
who does not rejeice ot the political, 
we might uearly say corporeal restr. 
rection of such a nation asthe 
Greeks? Let us remember, however, 
that Greece is not the whole of Tur. 
key, thatit is indeed but a very somal

Tur following curious letter was re 
etived by the British Collector of 
Chittazong, from the Burman Mo- 
march in 1787, shortly after the con- 
quest of Arracan by the latter, 


“Tam lord of a whole people, and of 


401 countries, and my titles ore Hajah 


Chatterdury (i. ¢. sitting under a canopy),

erected 2,400 places of public worship, 
aod made twenty-four tanks, 

“ Previous to his accession, the country 
was subject to two other rajalie, whowe titles 
was Chattenlary, who erected places of 
wenhip, and appointed priests to adminis. 
ter the rights of religion to the people of 
every denomination; but at that period, 
the country was fll-guverned: previous 
to the accesion of Hajah Sery Tamiah 
Chucka to the government of the coun- 
tries of Hutumpoor, Deotinuly, Arracan, 
Doormputty, Rumputty, Chagdoye, Mu- 
hadaye, Mawong, in whose time the coun. 
try was governed with justice and ability, 
and his wisdet was as the lightning, and 
the people were happy under his adminis 
tration. He was also favoured with the 
friendship of the religious mon of thoage, 
one of whom, by nome Budder, reorting 
to his place of residence, » wae solicited by 
the tajab to appoint some one for the pur- 
pose of instructing him in religious rites, 
and Shawhany war accordingly appointed, 
sgtecalily to the rajah's requisition ; at 
his time, it rained from heaven, gold, 
silver, and precious stones, which were 
above. priests, whase house was of gold 
and gilver worksnanship, to which the ped- 
ple resort and worship the deities ; and ihe

ajah kept a large establidnent of servants 
and of slaves ot the temple for the puree 
of travellers and passengers, aod his time 
was engaged in the stadying of the fine 
books, und he always refrained from im- 
moral practices and deeds interdicted by 
his religion, and the priests, &e., abstained 
from the flesh of geese, pigeons, gone, 
hogs, and fowls; and wickedness, theft, 
aduliery, lying, drunkenness, were un- 
known in that age. I likewise pursue a 
line of conduct and religion similar to the 
above; but, previous to my conquest of 
Arracan, the people were as anakes, wound. 
ing ten, a prey to enmity and disorder ; 
and in several provinces there were eaters 
of the flesh of men, and wickedness pre- 
vailed amongst them, so that no man could 
trust his neighbour, <At this time, one 
Bowdah Outhar, otherwise Sery Tool 
Tonkwor, come down into the country 
of Arracan, and instructed the people and 
the beasts of the field inthe principles of 
religion and rectitude, and, agreeably to 
his word, the country was poverned for a 
Period of 5,000 years, so that peace and 
good-will subsisted amongst men; agrevn. 
bly hereto ia the tenor of my conduct 
and government of my people; #: there is 
an oil, the produce of a certain spot of 
earth of exquisite favour, so is my dig- 
nity and power above that of other rajalis ; 
and Taffloo rajuh, the high priest, having 
consulted with the others of that class, re- 
presented te me on the 15th August 1148, 
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saying, do you enforce the law and cos 
toms of Sery Boot Tankwor, which I ac- 
cordingly did, and moreover erccted six 
places of divine worship, and have con- 
formed myself strictly to the laws and 
costoms of Sery Tamal Chocks, govern- 
ing my people with lenity and justice, 

“As the country of Arracon lies con- 
tiguous to Chittagong, if a treaty of com- 
merce were established: between me and 
the English, perfect amity and alliance 
would ensue from such engagements; there. 
fore I have submitted it to you, that the 
merchenta of your country should resort 
hither for the purpose of purchasing pearla, 
ivory, and wax, and. that in return, my 
people should be permitted to resort io 
Chittagong, forthe purpose of trafficking in 
such commodities as the country may nf- 
ford; but-as the Mugs residing at Chitta- 
goug have deviated from the principles of 
religion and morality, they ought to be 
corrected for thelr errors and irregularities 
agreeaiiy to the written laws, insomuch 
a5 those invested with power will suffer 
with eternal punishment in cox: of ang 
deviation from their religion and laws; but 
whoever conforms his conduct to the strict 
roles of piety and religion will hereafter 
be trinsinted to heaven, I have accond- 
ingly sent four elephant's teeth under 
charge of thirty persons, who will return 
with your anawer to the abewe proposals 
and offers of ollinnce.”"

ter country by the deserts of the Kir- 
ghees and Turcomans. It was thought,

Such were the views of this great 
monarch respecting the countries. just 
named, Four thoussnd men were to 
compose this expedition, to which 
were nidded, besides the Lieutenant 
Kogine, already named, several naval 
officers, two evgincers, anid two mer- 
chants, all under the command of 
Prince Bekowitch. ‘The senate wits 
ordered to give them every mstistanes, 
and to provide them with credentinls 
to the Khans and the Girent Magul. 

The first arrangements of Bekowiteh 
for the execution of this plan, were 
excellent. He set out in the course 
of the ess for Astrakhan, in boats, 

ied by threo regiments of 
jufuntry, The foundations for three 
fortresses were lnid on the enst side of 
the Caspian, which were called Turk- 
Caragun, Alexaniroliactsk, and Kras- 
nowodsk, One regiment was left in 
garrison in the first, three companies 
of another in the second, and the re- 
mainder of the infantry, under the 
command of Colonel Vonder-Weiden, 
formed the garrlwon of the lost, It 
was there that Bekowitech thought he 
had found the ancient mouth of the 
Amov-Daria, In the mean time be 
dispatched two heralds for Khiwa, in 
order to announce the embassy; onc 
of them was o Greek, named Kirink, 
and the other a nobleman oF 
trakhan, named: W oronine, 

All this having been arranged, Bee 
kowitch returned with two companies 
to Astrakhan, and from thence be 
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Volunteers from among the Swedish 

érs who were then quartered 
there. These be formed into-a strong 
squadron of dragouns, and gave the 
command to Major Frankenberg. This 
troop Bekowitch embarked on the 

Wolga, and returned to Astrakhan, 
In the month of July 1717, he-com- 
menced his march towards Gourielf 
(situated at the mouth of the Oural, 
on the Caspian sea), having under 
his command, ‘besides the 500 dra- 
goons and two companies of infantry, 
400 Grebenski, and 500 Nogal Cos- 
MICA, Moreover, he as accompanied 
by u mercantile caravan, consisting of 
natives of Astrakhan, artisans, Tar- 
turs, and Bokhatians, to the number 
of about 200 men, This troop was 
increased at Gouriefl, by 1,500 Ural 
Cossiacs, under their chief Nikita Bo- 
roiline. All this was effected with 
great dispatch, and without any diffi- 
culty, and promised a happy result to 
the whole undertaking. 

Lieutenant Kogine wna left ot 
Astrakhan, with orders to follow 
Bekowiteh shortly afterwards: after 
remaining, however, for some time, 
he -at length refused to move; and 
when urged by the governor of the 
city, he accused Bekowitch of tren- 
son, mbintaining that the traces of the 
ancient course of the Amoo-Dharia ex- 
isted only in Bekowiteh's imagination. 
~ Io the niesuwhile the latter. left 
Gourieff, and reached, after two days 
march, the river, Emba, which he 
crossed on rafts. Five days after, he 
received fn order from the emperor, to 
dispatch to Indiu, by way of Persia, 
a trusty person acquainted with the

‘The Khan 
readily came into it, and commenced 
ai negociation, by assuring the fussian 
communder that the hostilities he hail 
provoked were solely to be attribeted 
to his ignorance of the real object of 
Bekowiteh; but that, a he now 1Wt- 
derstood that he came as a minister of

T am not aware of any other Euro- 
peans, besides Russians, who ever pe- 
netrated into Khiwa, with the excep- 
tion of Jenkinson, , who, in 1558, after 


proceeded as fir as the fort of Selli- 
zoor and the ‘ancient town of Oor- 
guentsh. 

In 1793, two agetits from Khiwa 
artived at the’fortress of Orsk. On 
examining their papers, it was found 
that the Tnak Avinz-Beck requested an 
oculist to be sent to Khiwa, to cure 
A gee Red etree tte 
Beg, who had lost his sight. The 
Tnak promised to have him escorted 
through the Kirghces desert, to Khiwa, 
and back again, and to treat him in 
an honourable way. 

On the Empress Catherine being 
informed of this request, she sent 
Major Blankennagel, who had on va- 
rious occasions proved himself a skil- 
ful oculist. On his arrival at Oofa, 
the governor of that place teceived 
the following orders from the Empress:

4. That he should be accompanied 
by a good engineer officer. 

4, To settle upon him a ralary of 
200 roubles per month, of which one 
year’s salary was to he paid in ad- 
vance; andto send him the pay that 
should become due to. him during his 
mission, by the salest opportunitics. 

‘Thus provided, Major Rinnkennagel 
left the fort of Metzk in September 
1703, and returned from Ehiwa dur- 
ing the following year; passing through 
the wandering hordes of the Turco- 
mans, ond landing wt Astrukhan. He 
examined the countries through which 
he travelled with the eye of a sensible 
oluerver, and his interesting narrative 
was inserted in the Russian Journal, 
entitled “ The Stimulant to Tnstruc- 
tion and Benevolence," of the year 
1818, 

Thus Russia haa obtained various 
notices respecting the Khanate of Khi- 
wa, which are not confined to the 
archives of government, but are in the 
hands of many individuals who are 
fond of geographical studies. 

‘Respecting our most recent rela- 
tions with Khiwa, we have only toadd, 
that in the year 1818 the governor 
of Orenburgh sent into that country 
Ljeutenant- Sooukhangoolaf; and in 
1818, counsellor Bektshoorine went 
for the enme destination, whence 
he returned in 1820. He was at Khi- 
wa at the same time with Colonel 
Moorawief.* 

We have given the foregoing sketch 
without any material omission. ft

The tak, however, of 
conquering such nations as the Turks 
and Tortars of Middle Asia iv no 
easy one; and the Russions, if they 
do attempt it, may have to deplore the 
loss of many such armies ne that of ~ 
Bekowitch before they wecomplish it.

sway. Some of the churches of Goa were 
founded but a very shorttime after the 
covery of the country, by Vanco di Gan 
and are of very ancient date compared 
with the buildings of any other European 
nation; but we were limijed ox to time, 
and | could examine but a few of the in-, 
scriptions on the tombs, One of thew, 
however, J remarked in the church of the 
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Bion Jesu, belonging to the illustrious fa- 
mily of Mascarenhas, and I think the date 
of the Conide’s decewse was 1520, He 
was the founder of the church, which was 
raised over the remains of St. Francis, the 
only saint of any celebrity who ever visit- 
ed India. His tomb, in one of the chapels 
of this church, is composed of the most 
beautiful Italian marble, and very clogant 
bas-relicfs on the four sides of the mauso- 
leum record the principal actions of his 
life and death. Formoriy it was usual to 
parade the bones of St. Francis through 
the principal streets of the city once every 
year, but we were ivformed (I vouch not 
for the truth of the tale) that a Portuguese 
lady baving indulged ber taste in osteology 
at the expense of the Saint's relicks, it be- 
came necessary to confine all that remain- 
ed to their “ drear abode," and the key 
of the sepulchre Has since been seut to 
Rome, In the same church we remarked 
a gold healed cane,which every micceeding 
viceroy removes at his accession to the 
Government, and replaces on quitting it 
wher be resigns his authority. We could 
nat learn the origin or date of this custom. 

We left this very beautiful church, and 
entered a convent with some curiosity, 
having never yet seen onc. I found no 
fenson to change the opinion which I had 
formed of these repositories of idleness 
and storehouses of superstition. There 
wns the same canting manner, that exger- 
nest to force upon our belief a host of 
extravagant tales, to which doating igno- 
ranee or childish imbecility can alone give 
attention ; the same unreasonable claim to 
transeendent and exclusive virtues, which 
I stibseuently found set up in countries 
where the people have learnt better thins, 
and are pretty well determined not to for- 
get their lewon. ‘There was no want, also, 
of a disposition to obtain as much as could 
possibly be procured of eur money, in ex- 
change for rosaries, ornaments of different 
‘kinds, prepared by the sisters, purses, &c. 
&e. They disputed with euch other most 
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in the presence of a catholic “ grille:" 
an sbbess and nuns in the costume of 
the order; all this under an Indian sky, 


But there was another object in sight, 
which, howercr apposite in its position 
with roference to the abbess and the sis- 
ters, was not altogether in harmony with 
the scenery of the Malabar Coast. ‘The 
prisons of the inquisition were in sight of 
the convent; and though a number of ex- 
cuses were made to prevent our examining 
them, and the keys were lost, and servants 
out of the way, wo saw enough to convince 
us that the means adopted to meet the de- 
sign of this institution were not more 
pleasing or benevolent than in the dun- 
geons of Lisbon or Madrid. We ascer- 
tained, however, that the Grand Inquisi- 
tor’s office is at present a sinecure; and as 
the Viceroy spoke in terms of great con- 
tempt of the general scope and design of 
the institution, there is no immediate pro- 
bability of the celebration of an ute da 
Fé, The building is much out of repair, 
but the prodigious thickness of the walls, 
the great windows, vaulted passages, and 
euch parts of the subterranean accommoda- 
tion which we were permitted to examine, 
induced us to consider the outside as by 
far the best purt of the edifice. We left 
it with the hope that time will moulder it 
toa rain, unknown to all buat the curious 
truveller or painstaking autiquary, We 
now returned to our boat, well pleased dat 
we had seen this once celebrated capital ;

The very long period which has elapred

gal, a degree of submission bortering oa 
characterize the communications 
of the people with their European masters, 
and it is only in the northern province of 
Hindoostan that something of that spirit 


extends itself by an almost impercepti- 
ble gradation even to the lower classes of 
the population. But it never amounts to 
that familiarity, and some will call it inso- 
lence, whieh ix, IT think, observable in 
the language and manner of the natives of 
that side of the Peninsula, even. when in 
communication with persons of the first 
rank. For this, however, there mast be 
some resson ; though I trust and believe, 
that that which was ironically asigned to 
me, viz. that we have been too long and 
too well known, is not the truc one. At 
all events, the miljary cannot have that 
reason for neglecting that which is con- 
sidered a part of their duty in Bongal, and 
recognized as ove of the first principles 
of military education, In Bengal, atl 
more particularly in the coded and eon- 
quered provinces, no sepoy ever panscs an 
English gentleman without a salute: be 
considers it 2s a part of his duty; and the 
compliment would, I think, be paid even 
if it were not.

Tt sight, at: rst view, appear that kt 
would not be an eaty matter to compensate 
for the cheap labour of India, and the 
cheap fuel abounding on the spat. But 
as fur as the labour is concerned, the la- 
bour of the Chinese is not cheap labour, 
for they must be highly paid, the necesas- 
ries of life being always bigh priced in the 
mining districts, and it is by no tmenns 
improbable that the effectual Ishour of a 
Chinese costs more than that of a Cornish 
miner.

MBetor’, however, the exportatioa of tin 
ore from these countries can become pro- 
fitahle or extensive, the importers in Eu- 
rope must be duly prepared to receive and 
dispose of it. Tin ore has never, that we 
know of, been imported into England, and 
the neressary arrangements for «melting- 
houses, &c., must be made near the port 
of importation, before the commodity can 
be remitted to the best advantage: in the 
mean time, therefore, it can only be sent 
home as an article of experiment.—[Singa-

April 25,—The river continuing still 
impassable in this part of its course, we

We were awakened at 
the place where we halted to sloep by the 
arrival of a Tartar, in the middle of the 
hight, with despatches from Constunti- 
nople to Mr. Morier. He gave the Colo- 
nel some papers and letters, which con- 
veyed important fews from Europe. WNa- 
poleon, the sovereign of the French, 
having been defeated by the other princes 
of Europe, had been sent in confinement 
to Elba, an inland in the Mediterranean. 
After a time, be returoed ty Frence with 
a mmall bedy of men, Troops from all 
quaners wore sent bry Louis XVIII, 
the king of Fronce, who had been res- 
tored to bis throne by the European 
powers, to oppose him; but the soldiers, 
instead of performing their duty, listened 
to the speeches be made them, and were 
persuaded to join him, Being thus re- 
inforeed, he had again. become the king ‘of 
LT communicated them, with permission of 
the Colonel, to the Kaim Mukam, ond 
the Tartar proceeded with our letters, 
whilst we mounted, and marched in Daly, 
about afereckh ond a half from Sherur, 
where we came to the poss of Shertir. 
Some of our party asserted, that occasion- 
ally the Arse rises eo high os to overtlow 
the high land hereabouts, when the coun- 
try is impassable.

This was built, it is said, by Kbosrn 
Parver, who reigned 1,240 years ago, 
and whe took much pleasure in emibellish- 
ing Erivan and its vicinity, in compliment 
to his mistress Shirin, who was an Arnne- 
nian lady, and resided in that city, then 
eccupied entirely by Armenians. We 
reached Duly about noon, and halted 
there for the night, ecamping In tho 
plain, os this village, like all in Erivan, 
is terribly infested with musquitoes; they 
are bred, itis supposed, by the number of 
gandens with whichthe country is covered, 
A courier from the minister, with des 
patches, overtook us bere, and we remain- 
ed the moxt day to reply, At sunset very 
heavy rain fell, 

April 27.—Left Dolu, ond at a fereckh 
and atalf passed aleng by theriver, which 
was now swollen by the rain, and running 
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ina rapid torrent. Wien moming dawn- 
ed, it showed usa highly cultivated and 


‘delightfal country, Two hours after san- 


rise we came to a ruined village, called 
Ardesht. It was founded by Ardehsir in 
very remote times, and waa the most an- 
clent city of Erivan, From Dhulu it is 
about five fermckhs. Leaving Ardesht, we 
came to the place where the Russians 
were entrenched when they bid siege to 
Erivan, and thence we advanced to the 


Erivan is a flourishing and populous 
city, and its different governors have taken 
great pains to keep it in excellent eandi- 
tion, The fortress was formerly tn the 
hands of the Turks; it is very strong, 
with many ramparts, in cach of which is 
a large cannon, aod between them are 
loopholes for musketry - it is amply stored 
also, with ammunition and provisions. 
On one side of it runa the Zengi, a small 
river, and the other three sides are defend= 
ed by the artillery. Seven years ago, the 
Nussian general Kacavich laid siege to the 
castle with a strong force for forty-three 
days, erecting batteries on every side, On 
the night of the forty-fourth day, te at- 
tempted to carry the place by nesault, 
where the bastions hod been breached, 
He got possession of the lower range of 
the fortification with case, but encountered 
an obstinate resistance in the upper, and 
was obliged at daylight to draw olf his 
troops with great low, So many of hit 
men were killed ond wounded, that he 
was unier the necessity of retiring from 
before the fort. ‘The castle of Erivan eon- 
taltts accommodations for 500 persons, and 
several mosques aml schools: the present 
tindar has constructed one mosque, The 
Zengi runs from the western boundary of 
Erivan. A palace wes built on the river 
side by Mohammed Khan, which now be- 
longs to the sinlar, The present sirdor 
ten yours, He keeps aboot his peron two 
thousand troeps, whe are relieved every 
year; and there are several Kurd trites in 
his jurisdiction, wha, wpon occasion, can 
furnish five thousand cavalry.

He also laid bold of the chief preacher of 
the Christians, named Wana Kirkur (Gre- 
gory), and puthim todeath ; but the saint 
revived ; the prince again and again hud 
hitn slain, with many tortures ; but every 
time hocame again to life, At last, woury 
ef the fruitless attempt to deprive him of 
existence, the king threw bim inw a well 
full of all venomous animals, After this 
was dong, the king wnd all his court were 
tmetamorphosed int brute forms ; the king 
himeelf was changed imto a bog; und in

We were detained bere about balf an 
bour, and then entered the city. ‘Teflis 
isthe capital of Gurgestan; although a 
flourishing city, it is not very extensive, 
being about three-fourths of a fersekh in 
circuit, The houses of ancient structure 
are of brick and stone; but those latterly 
erected by the Russians are mostly of 
wood, with glass windows. The streets 
are very narrow, <A brisk trade is carried 
on in Telli. The chief exports are the 
hides of asses, and the fur of the martin 
Or sable, which being brought from Russia 
hither; are again sent to Persia and to 
Constantinople. From Persia the imports 
are wool, sugar, chintees, and other arti- 
cles: Tho dress and appearunce of the 
Georgians have undergone considerable 
alterations within these last fifty years, the 
period when the influence of the Russians 
was first introduced into the country, in 
the course of a war with the Turks, and 
an ‘alliance was made with Arkalis Khan 
(Heraclius), the Georgian ruler.

From 
this we wore accompanied by an escort of 
one hundred men and two guns; the road 
being infested with bandits. We halted 
at Kotantan, a redoubt, 23 wersts, Whilst 
here, I was awakened in the night by the 
repetition of the Kalma (the Mohamme- 
dan invocation), and, upon inquiry, found 
it was recited by one of our guard, « Tar- 
tar, from a part of the country subject to 
the Russians. He was one of a certain 
ttummber called out by the government to 
serve for a period of twenty-one years, 
He had been nine years with the army. 
His countrymen were all Mohammedans, 
between whom and its Christian subjects, 
he said, the Russian government made he 
distinction. 

Wednesday, Jane 10, — We left this 
place, and rode to Merdak (Mosilok). 
The channel of the Terk runs through 
this city: its breadth and depth are lew 
than those of the Aras, We halted on its 
banks for about an hour and a half, and 
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to perfurm quarantine, their baggage and 
phar, and their persons being exatlued, 
to ascertain if they uve brought with them 
any contagious discase. If the scrutiny 
prove satisfictory, Hwy are allowed to pro- 
ged. Although this reason is assigned 
far such « detention, it ts probable that in 
yeality the travellers are stopped for the 
purpose of ctamining who they are, and 
where they are yoing, &e. ‘The general 
hud recommended me to the officers here, 
ani requested them not to subject me to 
their usual customs, but to let me pass 
unmolewed. [ was acconlingly allowed 
te escape this examination, and T entered 
‘Mezdak without obstruction. This place

Friday, 12.—Proceeded from this place 
to a village named Yorisk, where we 
‘changed horses, and set out for Ekanifrad, 
whence we proceeded to the nest stige.

It 
is a tawn larger than Georgewesk, 
Tuesday 96.—Departed at 4 o'clock 
yew. for Alexandria, and rode 12 werats 
hininy 28—We marched to Leberli, 
situated at a distance of forty miles, and 
thence to Alexandria, twenty-five miles, 
Here we breakfasted, and marched to the 
‘next stage, a small vilinge, named Jer- 
kefked, We halted here for some time 
for the arrangement of our affairs, anu, 


setting out near sunset, we arniverl at our 


next ttage wt Ifeaparkleh, thirty-two miles 
distance from the preceding place. 
Fridsy 29.—Enorly in the morning we 
Vet the sbove place, and arrived at Istra- 
pool (Stamropol). Tt is a very snug town, 
Saroniay,— Set out after breakfast, and 
reache! Moskowska, o distance of about 
Si} wersts. It is o village of consider- 
able extent: we remained ot it one day, 
aiid thon resumed our march, and srrived 
at Denshki, 20° wervta distance from. the 
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all night, and proceeded on Wednesday 
another stage, We met with fine mands 
from Lowsinia to Posen, thirty miles dis- 
tance; from thence we travelled to Kor- 
lek, twenty miles, At Kerlek travellorm 
and pilgrims are detuined again for the 
purpose of quarantine, a befor described. 
General —— had written the officers a 
Jeter of commendation about me, ond 
forbade them to oppose me, in consequence 
of which they permitted me to poss, We 
proceeded, ati arrived at the stige of 
Peuri-Kerlek ( Neguar Egarlek). We 
marched 74 miles to-day, Llenece to Te- 
peus, distant 29 miles from Kerlek, We 
arrived, on our next march, at KRekoo- 
leneki, 28 miles distance, which wo reach- 
el by seven‘o'clock em.) =“Here we bolted 
for the night. 

On Friday, the Sth July, we marched 
another stage, at foven a. M., to Cotoiate, 
a digance of 2! wiles: from th we 
marched tw Akhski (Uskye), 20 miles. 
This town is situated ot the foot of a 
mountain, anil is skirted by s ennal or 
fiver (the Don), on which many borts 
were oleervable: there is aleo a large 
bridge neatly built. Most of the inbulyi- 
tunts aré Keazaks (Cossacks); but there 
am aleo some Armenians anh Russian, 
lt contains o few churches, several mor- 
kets, and many slope. Hence to Cherkes, 
adittince of Io-miles, where we stopped 
at night. Here we remained a week, 
which gave ws an opportunity of making 
preparations for oor further travels. I 
visited the town very often, to cxamine its 
buildings, and take a memoranda of them. 
T also collected the following account of 
the Keezuks. The tribe of Reszake is in 
two divisions: the first, Vord Praic, sre 
among the civilize] nations, ani are sab- 
ilivided into three species, pic. Seboornk, 
Palkerad, and Don Keazak. The second 
division is called Esbabesk. They ore in- 
habitants of the eastern districts, anil ore 
also divided into four clans, viz. Mabeks- 
don, Kormen, Kersak, Mck-Kesrak, uni 
Kalmuki, ‘The lost ore far to the east, 
and are ot present employed in the service 
af Haji Turkhan, All these neces are 
homemen, and hove no. peculiar anna or 


discipline. 







bie empire. ‘The chiefs of the Kezzaks 
agreed to this, but stipulated, that they 
should not be subject to any tribute to the 
Ttussian empire, ond that the Emperor of 
Tussin should not interfere with their ews- 
toms and institutions. On the other hand, 
they engage: to bald themselves amenable 

to the rules and policy of his gowernment, 
during the time thoy should remain in his 
temiftory. When there was a war, or ony 
particular emergency, they would take the 
field with such nigunted troop: as they 
could raise. Agreeably to these conili- 
tions, they hove resided in the Hussian 
domintom, and have furnished military 
aid, when called oot by their chiefs. A 
short time before we arrived, a body of 
them, consisting of 6,000 men, bad been 
marched against the French; ond these 
were lo be followed by another simile 
division, The Keamuks are chiefly services 
able.in collecting plunder; the largest 
whores fall to the commanders, mony of 
whut have thus become immensely rich. 
The governor-in-chief of the Keszks is 
named FPlatoif. At present a person has 
been appointed by the court of Husaia to 
levy 4 tax upon the Kezanks. There is 
scarcely o Christian to be found among

MEMORANDA OF A VOYAGE ON THE GANGES. 
(Continued from: Vol. XVIL, page 28.) 


November Sth.—W'r have again entered 
upon the principal stream, and the scene 
becomes more plensing as we proceed, At 
the angle, formed by the main river with 
its branch, we met a Jorge feet of govern- 
ment boats, laden with ammunition and 
tuilitery stores, and bound for the eme 
destination as ourselves, ‘The appearance 
of these boats, with their several crews, 
tacking them along, as seen across the mar. 
row point of land whieh separated us from 
them, wes extremely interesting; and Ube 
bumber of poople, with their shouting anil 
cheering ¢esch other in their laborious 
work, entirely shook off the gloomy aen- 
sations which the dull prospect of the pre- 
ceding day's voyage had in a manner en- 
“gendered. A. short time before leaving 
the side bratich, our attention was directed 
‘to an event of rare » and whieh 


was not at all anticipated by us, ef. an 
eclipse of the sun; some of our party first 
descried the phenomenon abowtaenen tn the 
morning, and it contingcd visible for at 
least on hour, The lower port of the 
sun's orb anly was obscured to the extent 
of nearly a third of the whole surface. 
Nothing could be plainer than the figure 
of the interposed object, towhich a foggy 
state of the atrosphere greatly contri- 
boted. This morning fog, 1 understand, 
is a common occurrence during the cold 
weather in Todin; and befure leaving Cal- 
tutta, a slight appearance of inlet wax 
builedl ax the harbinger of thatinvigornting 
season. We already experience a marked 
change in the state of our feelings, im re- 
gard to the heat of the atmosphere, and 
the thermometer tn the morning iy as low 
an T0874. This doy it ree to 84 by 
sc?

We were detained a short time this 
Morning in waiting for milk to bronkfust ; 


# large price for it, but often to use threats, 
and actually force them to provide what 
wns wanted, The delay, they said, might 
be occasioned by « refusal of this sort; 


and the treth of this assertion, and the 


former information, we were by and bye 
assured of, by the arrival of three men 
who had been dispatched for the milk, and 
now brought it along with them, after 
having exerted the necessary authority. 
Such « mode of procuring our supplies 
appeared to me quite repugnant to every 
feeling of humanity, and, in fact, as an 
application of the right of the strongest, 
by no means consistent with the character 
of Britons, and in direct contradiction to 
the apirit of those protecting laws, whose 
influence extends exyually to lords and ser- 
vants, and to dislpay the superiority of 
which has ever been the Englishman's 
Proudest beast. I resolved not to give a 
sanction to such exactions by my own ox- 
ample, and endeavoured to convince my 
companions to the same effect; but my 
rhetoric proved too weak, in opposition to 
necessity, and I was compelled to wink at 
this system of petty plunder, which, were 
it not from my reluctance to interfere with 
the peculiar prejudices of the Hindoos, | 
should perhaps be inclined ta regard as 
lightly as these «lo, or as the agents of op- 


trifling an article asa little milk daily, and 
that too regularly paid for, there would not 
be so much reason to hesitate in permitting 
its continuance ; but from what 1 saw at 
Sooty of the tricks of the dandies [boats] 
in purchasing fish, and the conduct of some 
sepoys afterwards in the bazar of Rajmal, 
I have a strong suspicion that these fellows 
Jord it over their poor countrymen in the 
most whwarrantable manner, not only 
obliging them to give whatever in wanted, 
but allowing them in return merely one- 
half the sum demanded as an equivalent, 
while they themselves pocket the re- 
nuinder and charge their masters the full 
amount. The instance alluded to at Raj- 
mal! was that of two wpoys who had pur- 
chased a fish, the price of which was four 
pice; but these fellows, on the strength of 
their being Company's servants, had seized 
the fish from the poor woman who was 
selling it, and threw her down only one- 
half thatsum. ‘They were in the act of 
walking off with their booty,"when our 
appearance in the bazar alarmed them, and 
made thom take to their heels, lenving the 
fish to the original owner. 

Rajmal is situated at a «mall distance 
from the junction of « narrow streum 
(mentioned before) with the Ganges, and 
we found our bodgerow in o short time 
placed in front of this once flourishing, but 
now tleesyed and ruinous city. ‘The name 
of city, indeed, is as little applicable to it 
as to any of the Indian towns we have 
hitherto observed in our route, judging 
from the present figure they make. We 
were upon the whole much gratified with 
Rajmal, notwithstanding it is but the 
shadow af what it once has been. Tem- 
ples, mosques, and Jofty archways attest 
the former grandeur of this place, and, 
even in ruins, give an interest to the spot, 
which could never be excited by the husn- 
ble edifices, and no less humble condition 
of its present inhabitants. Here our eyes 
were again refreshed with the soft verdure 
of the plantain and bur (or banian) trees ; 
and the numerous climbing plants which 
entwined their tender branches round every 
shrub and bush, delighted us by the ele 
gance of their pliant shoots, and the beauty 
of their variolsly colourcd flowers. There 
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was nothing in the appearance of the native 
huts that differed from those of the other 
towns: they Imre, in general, a small ve- 
randa sort of portico, in which the humble 
Hindoo exposes the particular articles he 
makes or deals in ; and the interior or mid- 
dle of the but is a low ill-ventilated spart- 
mant that one cannot stand upright in, and 
which, in point of comfort, would hardly 
serve for a cow-boune to a European, 
After looking over the houses near the 
landing place, we rambled about, survey - 
ing the remains of Musselman power and 
priesthood, We saw two or three places 
of worship, which are fast going to decay, 
but in some parts of their structure still 
exhibit traces of the magnificence that had 
once distinguished them. One of these 
buildings, moreremarkable than the others, 
was of a square form, the middle being 
surmounted by a dome, and small turret- 
shaped armaments rising at each corner 
above the common level of the roof. Some 
pilasters in front were executed in a su- 
petior style of workmanship, that would do 
heoour in that respect to the fimt Euro- 
pean builders. The design, however, 
cannot be much commended, indeed it is 
faulty in the extreme. In place of being 
constructed on the proper principle of 
strength, it is contracted close to the pe- 
destal, which is somewhat fantastically 
ornamented, and swells out immediately 
above this contraction; it then gradually 
becomes narrower to the capital, which is 


noticed over the middie of the doors were 
admirably finished, und presented, as far 
as could be judged, a correct representa- 
tion of the natural object. The arches in 
these buildings, if one were to describe 
them, I would say, partake both of the 
Gothic and Saxon style: for they are 
Pointed at top, in manner of the former, 
and describe, towards the lower extremity, 
a sort of projection of the segment, which, 
if continued upwards in place of the sud- 
den approximation, would have formed 
the complete old Saxon arch, as it is 
new exhibited in many of the ancient mo- 
nastic ruins, both in England and Scot- 
land. ‘To these points of resemblance 
must be added one that is peculiar to the 
style at Rajmal, and, if I mistake not from 
my revollection of drawings of other Mus- 
selman temples, forms akind of character of 
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Moorish architecture in general : it is the 
fringed or denticalated margin given to the 
interior of the arch, which certainly takes 
away from the heaviness of the latter of 
these styles and the stiffness of the for- 
mer; but, far from compermating for these 
defects (and indeed viewed in combination 
in either case they are scarcely to be recog 
nized as auch), it produces in the general 
effect a sort of light airy appearance, not 
graceful enough to captivate, nor sufficient. 
ly imposing to produce any feeling ap- 
proaching to the sublime in the mind of 
the beholder; it is entirely out of place 
and superfluous, like tinsel ornaments on 
the person of a beautiful woman, which 
serve only t obscure her charms, and to 
deform the figure they were intended to 
adorn, This fondness for ornament, anil 
committant want of taste in the applica- 
tion of it, appears almost characteristic of 
the natives of India, whether Hindoo or 
Mahometan ; they load their arms and 
ancles with rings of silver, or brass allvered 
over, that might serve as manneles for the 
stoutest malefactor; and the nose jewels, 
which hang from the al» of the nostrils, 
produce so great a contrast with the small 
and delicate features of the women who 
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of the pole like steps of stairs, waving her 
hands and snapping her fingers, repeating, 
at the same time, some words, the sense 


an erect posture on the man's head, with 
‘the intervention of a small pillar of wood 
and « kedgree pot, which formed the base

Between each 
performance of this kind we were enter- 
tained with « dance by the two girls, ac- 
companied by the tom-tom snd the voices 
of the whole party; but neither the style 
of music, nor of motion, possessed any 
charms forme; dancing, indeed, it could 
not be called, as there was not one sal- 
tatory movement in the whole piece, which 
consisted merely in putting out the feet, 
and withdrawing ther alternately, while 
they advanced a few yards, hardly lifting the 
toes from the ground, During the motion 
of the inferior members, the hands were 
turned outwards, or made supine ina slow 
manner, and the fingers gently snupped at 
the same time, which appeared to me the 
only purt of the whole exhibition that was 
at all graceful or attractive. The body, 
however, was kept as stiff as a pollard, and 
fous of the lascivious attitudes assume, 
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Thad heard were ina manner eho-

gel. The girl was young abd handsome, 
and it must be confessed played off the 
artillery of ber eye and side glances with 
tolerable art now and then. ‘The perfur- 
mates of the other, who was «a mere 
child, and as ugly asa baboon, consisteil 
of the same sort of exhibition as ber 
colleague's, but on « amall scale, her 
noviciate not being yet completed, I sup- 
pore.

This 
building, which bears the appearance of 
being modern, has nothing remarkable 
about it except some pillars of a black stone, 
whose surface is highly polished, and looks 
uncommonly well. These pillurs are dis- 
posed in two or three rows in the middle 
of a low building, and are finished ac- 
cording to the style already taken notice of, 
being small near the pedestal with large 
capitals, They are of a square form and 
plain, and have nothing to recommend 
them to the attention of a stranger except- 
ing the material of which they are com- 
posed; this is a black stone resembling 
blue slate, and appoars to be a variety of 
basalt; its polished waface is superior to 
any I have seen, and in point of harduess 
it may rank even with hypersthene rock. 
This beautiful, splendent, and admantine 
surface is remarkable about the middle of 
the shaft, but at either extremity the stone 
is softer, and more resembles slate. T 
have observed thut this is the only kind of 
stone in use at Rajmal, and for the pur- 
poses to which it is applied, exclusive of 
ornament, it appears occasionally to sup- 
ply the place of iron, which must be very 
scarce here. The steps by which the 
descent is made to a large well in the 
middle of the village are merely single 
stones of this description projecting from 
the side of the wall, and the very hinges 
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the river to an island on Wate oe, 
where we enme to anchor after tracking 
along the shore for a mile or two. 
10th.—The island at which we have 
been laying-to all night appears very bar- 
ren, amd there are few trees to be seen in 
its whole extent, The sail in general is a 
mere collectina of sand; that which com- 
poses the Interior, in some places yields a 
pretty fair crop of a leguminous plant, 
which to he much cultivated by 
the Indians. It has a broad coarse leaf, 
does not rise high above the ground, and 
bears a yellow flower, The sail of such 
productive spots contains a mixture of clay 
or argillaceous earth, and is more tenacious 
and harder than the others. The greater 
port of the day having been spent before 
we left our anchorage at the island, we 
could make but little way, nor were we 
able to cross the river as we wished, and 
come to at the bottom of the hills, We 
were charmed with the prospect of these, 
as the sun desceniled behind the ridge, 
and left a ratiant-glow to illuminate their 
summits, which cessed only when the 
moon presented herself in the heavens with 
ber attendant planet. The mingling of 
her silver beams with the mellow hue of 
twilight, when sven contrasted with the 
lark shade of the foliage on the hill, pro- 
duced a scene in a high dogree pleasitig, 
and had 1 possessed the genius of the 
painter or the poet, would have led me to 
deseribe it more to the life than in the cold 
dull languago of prose. 

In the course of our walk along the 
hank we pased a great many conical 
heaps of earth, about six or seven feet 
high and three or four broad, bearing 
most of them on the summit some herbage 
and a few small chrubs. On inquiring of 
the servants what purpose these were con- 
structed for, thinking they might perlups 
be connected with the funeral ceremonies 
of the Hindoos, we were told to our 
surprise that they were the habitations of 
the deemuck, or white-ant, and the work 
of these extraordinary creatures. We had 
observed them on’ the bank, a litth way 
from the river's odge, ever since leaving 
the Hooghly, and even before entering 
the Ganges. The depredations of the white 
aut have fornished a theme for all writers 
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ott Tndia to expatinte on, snd T am inclined 
to think they exaggerate greatly the in 
convenience produced to the inhabitants 
by the presence of these insects. Hitherto 
I have seen none of them; but a small 
red species (red in body, with a black head) 
infests our budgerow at present, and an- 
noys us very much, ‘They are carnivorous 
animals, and seize upon every fragment of 
mest that is in their way with the greatest 
avidity ; they may, indeed, be reckoned 
omnivorous, as they devour our sugar and 
biscuit with equal keenness, and the sugar- 
bason and bread-basket must be thoroughly 
searched and cleared of them previous to 
each meal, that our eyes at least may not 
be offended with the presence of these in-— 
truders. They bite, but 1 do not think” 
wilfully ; and were it not for their depre- 
dations in our larder, I should feel no in- 
clination to disturb them, This is one 
instance of the effect of hubit, for an ant 
formerly appeared to me a name for every 
thing horrid and venomous: now, T not 
only pick them from the table without the 
smallest uneasy feeling, but even take 
pleasure in observing their movements, 
and the admirahle economy they display 
in the exertions which each makes for the 
common good, ‘The bite of this small ant 
is trifling, compared to that of a larger red 
species which are found about certain trees 
infesting the bark. In the course of my 
shooting rambles one morning I stumbled 
on a colony of these ineecta, and was bitten 
in the leg by one of them, which caused a 
sharp, but momentary pain, Rec ors 
wis completely red (brownish rod), and 
large and no less active than the other; 
they sppeared to have no nest, but were 
lodged in the bark of the tree. 

As we sailed elong, we remarked that 
the face of the country improved as wo 
advanced, although it Lad still an air of 
barrenness, compared with the banks of 
the Hooghly, ‘The soil next the river at 
the village where we anchored waa poor 
and sandy; but on the other side of a 
narrow jeel or creek, which ran parallel to 
the river, and about o hundred yards from 
its elge, we could perceive « flourishing 
crop of grass, and the fields around pre- 
senting an aspect of bounteous fertility.

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ANECDOTES ILLUSTRATIVE OF THE ROHILLA WAR OF 1774. 
( Extract of @ Letter.) 


Ir is now nearly fifty years since the 
occurrences Iam about to state came 
under my notice; but I think they are 
worthy of being recorded. 

Inthe Rohilla war, in 1774, the East- 
India Company were auxiliaries to the 
Vizier Nabob Sujah Dowlah, The Patan 
Government of the Rohillas was over- 
thrown, and the country delivered over 
to the Vizier by the Council of Bengal. 
The battle of Bagga Nulla was fought 
on the 23d of April 1774, and a com- 
i the 


and they bravely stood a cannonade of 
several hours before our infantry line 
moved forward and drove them from 
their position and encampment, which 
we took possession of. The enemy 
was dispersed in every direction, and 
* lost many men in the pursuit; which 


the Vizier’s irregulars continued for 


many miles, destroying vast num- 
bers of their brave enemies, I well 
remember the tragic scene of the Vi- 
#ier’s visit to Colonel Champion, our 
commander in the battle, who was re- 
posing himself after the fatigues of the 
day ina tentin the Rohilla camp. It 
was announced that Hafiz Khamut 
was killed in the action, and that the 
Vizier was about to present his head to 
the Colonel. Curiosity brought most 
of the English officers to the tent, and 
shortly the Vizier dismounted from his 
elephant, and one of his followers 
prodaced the head of poor Hafiz. It 
was wrapped in a dirty cloth; the 
countenance was placid; the beard, 
though Hafiz was an old man, was 
quite black. Some doubts as to its 
being the head of that chief were re- 
moved by the lamentations and as- 
surances of a wounded Rohilln who 
was lying neur the tent. There was 
not an Englishman present who did 


not lament the fate of the brave Hafiz. 
Not so his implacable and ostenta- 
tious enemy, who could not conceal 
his joy at the spectacle exhibiting. 

The army moved on. Some of the 
chiefs of the Rohillas escaped: one 
of them, Fyzoola Khan, reached the 
northern hills, when he entrenched 
himself in the jungles. Another chief, 
Maboob Ali Khan, reached his resi- 
dence at Bissowly, and, on the faith 
of promises of safety fyom the Vizier, 
remained there until both armies reach- 
ed that place. Maboob was a timid 
man, and had every thing to fear from 
Sujah Dowlah. 

The following anecdote will shew 
that the European character, even at 
this early period, was held in some 
estimation by the natives, In onr 
army was a Lieut, H——, who, be- 
sides possessing a perfect knowledge 
of the language, had acquired also the 
propensity of an Asiatic to intrigue. 
This gentleman found means to have 
an interview with Maboob, and so far 
to encourage in him hopes of better 
days, that the latter confided to Lieut. 
Hi." charge some valuable jewels, 
which, in the event of his (Maboob) 
surviving, were to be returned to him, 
otherwise to be retained by Mr. H., 
rather than fall into the hands of the 
Vizier. Lieut. H., judging that 
one of superior rank to himself being 
jeined in the intended trust, would 
add confidence to the Khan, solicited 
Major W. to accompany him to the 
palace. I wns an eye-witness to the 
result, for, visiting Major W. in the 
evening, | found that he and Lieut. 
H. had just returned from the palace, 
and on the table was a silk handker- 
chief, which I supposed contained the 
jewels, to a great amount. Major W. 
described his reception in the palace 
as most heart-breaking: he assured 
me that the scene of sorrow, fright, 
and lamentation of the women, who 
on their knees supplicated his good 
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Offices, quite avercame him. I shall 
never forget the impression the recital 


madé upon my own feelings. This was, 
however, transaction which the wily 
Vizier soon discovered. The jowels 
were demanded and given up; Lieut. H. 
was removed from the army, ond Major 
W. waa reprehemded for meddling ; 
Maboob was instantly sent as a state 
prisoner to the fortress of Allahnlwud. 

The chief Fyaoolah Khan, with the 
remnant of his nation, esenped to the 
mountains and jungles, and entrench- 
cl himself there. Notwithstanding the 
tiny season bad commenced our army 
marched towards him, ond, after much 
and tedions negociation, bronght him 
to terme by leaving him an indepen- 
dent territory. He then came out of 
his fastnesses, where he iad been en- 
trenched. for several months, and agh- 
mitted to.qur commander. Curiosity 
carried many of ua to view the. spot 
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where these wretched people had suf- 
fered so much. Tet was said that two- 
thirds of them had died of famine 
aud disease; and truly the number of 
graves, and the limbs and offal of dead 
cattle and horses, which were strewei 
about, were ample proof of the asser- 


tion. It was a sight moet distressing 


ond sickening. We were glad to re- 
nove to amore open country, for we 
had losta considerable number of offi- 
cers and men from the swampy eround 
anil pestiferous air of the hills. Our 
encapment was only afew miles to the 
eastward of the Hnrdiwoh, or what is 
vulgarly called the Cow's Mfonth, - 
Hohileund, when our army entered 
it in 1774, wos a garden; in ‘a few 
years ofterwards it was rendered a 
desert by the Vizier’s government. 
1 am happy to learn, however, that 


it has heen gradually recovering since:

Our information respecting these 
countries has been hitherto very scan.

present instance, with every 

Almost all their fo 
reign trade is conducted by Chinese, 
and the only particular account of 
Cambodia, the southernmost 
of the kingdom of Cochin-China, 
was, previously to the publication of 
Captain White’s journal, by the pen 
of a Chinese anthor, Of Cochin 
China Proper, however, we have not 
been destitute of information, Ty 
1778, Mr. Chapman was despatched 
from Calcutta for the purpose of open- 
ing commercial intercourse, He 
arrived in Cochin Chinn at a most in- 
nuspicious season, riz. the termination 
of a civil war, which had produced a 
general fimine, as-well.ns the imulti- 
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plied evils which always accompany 
intestine commotion : a usurper, more- 
over, had obtained possession of the 
crown, and the whole system of go- 
vernment was disorganized, That the 
British envoy should have been ill- 
received at so unfavouruble a conjunc- 
ture can occasion no surprise. Not 
only did he fail in every object for 
which his mission had been under- 
tuken, but he was plundered in every 
possible way, and it was with the 
utmost difficulty that he ultimately 
succeeded in making his escape. Bat- 
teries were erected at the mouth of 
the Hué river, already sufficiently ob- 
structed by a dangerous bar, and every 
expedient was resorted to to enpture 
or destroy his vessel. Mr. Chapman’s 
own account of his mission was pub- 
lished in several successive numbers

This was considered by 
all parties a good joke; the cramming 


ceased, nnd the guests being * suifi- 
ciently gorged with fat pork and black 
rice,” regaled upon some aweetmeats 

“prepared in diffrent ways, mostly 
fried in pork grease.” 

After dinner “a bottle of rum, and 
another of cordial (a part of the pil- 
Inge from the ship) were produced,” 
and these appear to have been con- 
sidered by the guests ns the best part 
of the entertainment, The host him- 
self wos of the same opinion; for 
without offering a single drop by way 
of libation to the little Joss God be- 
hind bim, lie soon put an end to the 
feast by sinking under the table. 

Entertainments of the shove des- 
cription, whether given or received, 
are very amusing by way of novelty;

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his arrival he had repeatedly demand- 
ed a pilot to conduct him up the river 
to Saigua. Old Heo, however, was not 
at all disposed to aid the departure 
of his goo guests. He cajoled 
them from time to time with promises 
and excuses, repeatedly assuring them 
that he had despatched a messenger 
to Saigun to announce the arrival of 
a strange vessel, and to obtain an 
order for its progress up the river. It 
soon turned out, however, that he 
had despatched no messenger at all ; 
and it was, moreover, suspected, from 
the great anxiety manifested to induce 
the Americans to draw their guns, 
and to entice the whole of the crew 
on shore to s buffalo hunt, that be 
intended to carry his hospitality so 
fur-as to seize the vessel and its cargo 
on the first favourable opportunity. 
Determined to submit no longer to 
such yexatious conduct, Capt. White 
weighed anchor, and skirted the coast 
of Cochin China as high as Turon 
Bay. On arrriving in this quarter, he 
learnt that there was little or no pros- 


pect of obtaining there a return cargo des 


on advantageous terms, the country 
having been devastated during the civil 
wars, and being at that time “slowly 
emérging from a state of poverty.”

The two captains were right in their 
supposition, that two vessels would 
be more successful than one in ob. 


taining a pass: to Saigun, Delay and 


imposition were of course experionced, 
but at length they obtained permission 
to proceed up the river. 

The Donne appears to be one of 
the finest navigable rivers we have 
heurd of. There is deep water to the 
very banks all the way up to Saigun, 
The only danger attending the navign- 
tion arises from occasional hurricanes 
combined with the winding course of 
the ‘fver, Our vessels weathered onc 
of these storms, and the Franklin 
eustained some injury. The banks on 
each sie of the river were clothed 
with the richest variety of verdure all 
the wayup to the city, being, 2s we 
have already said, a distance of be- 
tween fifty und sixty miles, 

A forest of masts, and numerous 
other indications of a dense popula- 
tien, at length procluimed to our voy- 
agers thelr approach to the city of 
Saigun, where little profit but an wurple 


measure of of vexation, delays, and 
impositions awaited them. 

Tinmediately: on their urrival they 
were accosted in good Spanish by a 
man timed Pasqual, a native of one of 
the Philippives, and a Roman Catho- 
lic. During the last twenty years he 
had resided in Cochin China, nnd hil 
married the daughter of » mandarin 
of considerable rank.

In the course of the day the officers 
counted the money, rejecting every 
piece that had the slightest flaw. A 
more serious defalcation, however, 
appeared by the time they had count- 
ed 100 quans than the rejected coin 
would account for, The Americans 
“insisted therefore on searching the 
soldiers who were counting,” and. on 
them was “ found secreted the balance 
of the loss.” So far, however, from 
“laughed in a most provoking man- 
ner.” It soon became evident that 
something must be sacrificed to the 
cupidity of the officers, for complaints 
were of no avail, At length, there- 
fore, the matter was adjusted. 

From this time every indignity was 
offered to the Americans by the popu- 
lace and government-officers; and al- 
though the Viceroy of the province, 
who arrived at Saigun at this juno- 
ture, was favourably disposed towards 
them, and is alescribed as a man of 
firmness and ability, he was unable to 
protect them from. these repented in- 
sults, At one time they were pelted 
with stones, at another an empty cask 
was rolled down at Captain White, 
and just before the departure of the 
vessel a trap was laid to involve them 
in the commission of « capital ‘crime 
against the Inws of the country, It 
is needless to add that the ships took 
in their cargoes with all dis- 
patch, and escaped from their hazard- 
ous situation with no small degree of 
satisfaction.— We have reason to be- 
lieve that this is the last commercial 
adventure of the Anjiericans in the 
ports of Cochin China. 

After the gloomy picture that has 
just been drawn, it is most gratifying 
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to us to be able to state, that » more 
libero! and énlightened policy has been 
adopted by the Government of Cochin 
China since the visit of the Franklin 
and Marmion. The short period that 
has elapsed since 1819 has sufficed to 
open the eyes of the ruling powers to 
the impolicy of continuing a system 
of authorized imposition and vexn- 
tious delay in commercial transactions 
with foreign traders. This sudden 
change may be mainly attributed to 
three causes, vic., the death of the 
late king in 1820;—the opening of o 
free port ot Singapore for the en- 
courmgement of the native traders ;— 
and the friendly mission of Mr, Crow- 
furd from the Bengal Government in 
1822, On the demise of the late 
sovereign the sceptre appears to have 
fallen into hands more worthy of 
swaying tt; and the ropidly increasing 
trade that was carried on by the Chi- 
nese in the ports of the kingdom, 
owing to the newly-established empo- 
rium of Singapore, soon convinced 
the Government that their own imme- 
ifiate interests demanded the removal 
of all restrictions that were calculated 
to depress the spirit of commercinl 
enterprize. Previously, therefore, to 
the mission of Mr, Crawfurd, such 
alterations had been made in their 
commercial code as were caleulnted 
to encourage the resort of foreign 
vessels; and four French ships of 
considerable burden had already ovail- 
ed themselves of the new regulations, 
Mr. Crawfurd found no difficulty in 
obtaining from the Government on 
express order in favour of the British 
trade. This document we published 
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in our ‘ont for weaiash last, page 
Lo. 

We are not very eanguine, how- 
ever, in our expectations that any 
material direct advantages will imme- 
diately accrue to ourselves; but we do 
anticipate, that, at no very distant pe- 
tiod, a considerable advancement will 
be apparent in the industry and general 
habits of all the native inhabitants in 
this distant quarter of the world. 

By the latest urrivals from Singa- 
pore, weare informed, that, within the 
space of a single week, four vessels 
had reached that port from Cochin 
China, with various articles of mer- 
chandize, This is a good beginning, 
and proves that the lows of Cochin 
China ore not regarded os immutable, 
but that one of long standing, prohi- 
biting the subjects of the state from 
embarking for foreign ports, can be 
suspended at least when deemed ex 
pedient.—We confidently trost thar 
the commercial spirit of the Chinese, 
and other traders in the same . 
will speedily stir up this hitherto torpid 
nation to more active enterprize, and 
thus render them, in arts, industry, 
and general intercourse, useful to 
mankind at large.

Summary, 
AEM WAG, 

‘Tae scurcity of arrivals from India, in 
consequence of most-of the vewels in the 
ports of the three Presidencies being en- 
gaged as tmnsports for the expedition 
aguinst Rangoon, prevents: our adding 
much to the information communicated in 
our last number. 

The ery of war appoors to have pro- 
duced a sensation in the minds of certain 
timid infmbitants of Calcutta, similar to 
whet we recollect te have been the case in 
England when Buonaparte threatened us 
with invasion, Tt has bewn currently re- 
ported jn our eastern cupital, and even 
credited for several days, that a large fleet 
of Burmese boats, each containing fifty 
men, had entered the Sunderbunds, of 
mouths of the Ganges. It was known 
thet a Burmese general had threatened to 
tuke possession of Calentia, 
to His march to Faglind, tho sudden ap- 
penrioce of this armament was therefore a 
avuln one! | 

To adil to the terror oveasioned by this 
report, another, equally alarming, got into 
circulation about the same time. It was 


suddenty discovered that shout arvem thowe- 
sand Burmese were at large fn Caleutta 
itself, and walking about the streets. 

What became of the fleet of war- 
boats we are not informed, but the 7,000 
Burmese, who hod actually taken possre- 
sion of the capital, very shortly made over 
thelr conquest to about Sve hundred poor 
Mughs from Chittagong, most of whom 
had probably been employed in clearing 
Saugor Island. 

To be grave, however, an event shortly 
happened that could be better authentl- 
cated, This was the arrival of « letter from 
the viceroy of Pogwe, in answer to the re- 


monstrance addressed ta the Court of Ava, 


by the Bengal Government in November 
last, on the subject of the outrage com- 
mitted at Shuparee. ‘The following is the 
dubstonce of it: 

The letters brought by the English ship

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BRIEF HINTS AS TO OUR POLICY TOWARDS THE BURMESE. 


No one who considers for a mo- 
ment the repeated acts of aggression 
committed by the Burmese aginst the 

Govermment, con doubt the 
fiecetsity of the present war; but 
every one hesitates in regard to the 
Most politic mode of prosecuting it, 
and bringing it to a termination. 

‘The dominions of the Burman mo- 
farch constitute an extensive empire, 
with the interior of which we are 
almost wholly unacquainted; we know, 
however, that the natives ore a war- 
poem and pursue a system of mili- 

tary operations that is exceedingly 
troublesome to an invading army, The 
following is o brief outline of their 
They avoid with studious care o 
general engagement where the prospect 
of success is doubtful; the inhabitants 


cable, to a considerable extent around 

they harass by every mode in their 

power. They are exceedingly skilful 

and expeditious in forming stockades, 

and seldom remain an hour in one 

spot without entrenching themselves.

Their camps, indeed, are regular for- 
tfications, and contain so many inte- 
rior defences, that after the outer en- 
trenchment has been carried, the enp- 
ture of the stockade is far from being 
accomplished, Mf their position ix 
chosen in a jungly country, ® com 
siderable number of spikes, and some- 
times even spring-guna, are fastened 
amongst the bushes withoutthe ramp; 
pit-falls, and other snares, are 

resorted to. In, defending these 

ades they generally fight most despe- 
rately, though they are seldem tangi- 
bie in the field. They have « species 
of field artillery called ginghals, often 
capable of discharging a nine-pound 
shot, These ginghals ore Inshed to 
trees, and so fired against the enemy. 
This, however, is by no means a con- 
not expert in using it; in fact, they 
know scarcely any thing of the science 
and practice of gunnery. Every mate 
in the empire above a certain age is 
considered as a soldier, and is linble 
to be called out ot any moment. A 
most powerful expedient is resorted to 
bythe Government, in order to secure 
the alleginnce of the troops: their

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families are kept as hostages, and their 
lives are held responsible, Shortly 
after the eupture ef Rangoon, a re- 
connoitring party sent out under 
Major Walker fell in with about three’ 
hundred urmed men, Major W. en- 
deayoured to persuade them to return 
to the city, which had been entirely 
evacuated, and take our protection, 
They replied thar they were desirous 
of so doing, bur-that the slightest de- 
reliction of duty on their part. would 
doom their families to irretrievable 
destruction, 

Such is the enemy, and such the 
system against which we are now con- 
tending; and this-in a tract of country 
of vest extent, respectigg which we 
are certainly not possessed of any ac- 
clirate geographical information, 

We have already admitted the jus 
tice and necessity of the war, and we 
likewise willinely admit the poli¢y of 
a vigorous prosecution of it, It ia 
right for our future security that we 
should strike such g blow a3 mny se- 
riously alarm the Government, ond 
cripple its future power; we are 
fearful, however, thet the plan of 
operations that hasbeen chalked out 
fa more extensive than is strictly poli- 
tic.

‘The 
conquest of the Burman empire we 
believe to be ma little intended by the 
Indian Government as the forces em- 
ployed would: be inadequate to such 

an oniertaking. Is ace then, 

to extite the patriotic feeling of 4 
whole people, when our utmost object 
is to wenken the power of the nation 
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by stipulating rigorous terms a4 the 
price of a cessation of hostilities ? 

We think it probable that our arma- 
ment may prove successful in “obtain- 
ing possession of the capital, should 
auch a course be really intended ; but 
this capital, Jet it he remembered, is 
situated in the heart of the country, 
and in the centre of ao populows pro- 
vince. On arriving, therefore, at Ame- 
rapoora, our difficulties will mot be 
over. The Bunnese, consistently with 
their ordinary practice, will probably 
ond harks us 
continually, They will wish us joy of 
our empty conquests, und dure us to a 
further prosecution of them. Under 
such circumstances, situated ns we 
shall be at an immense distance fradt 
all our resources, and with nothing 
really effected, shall we bein 1 con- 
dition to dictate terms? On the con- 
trary, will not the very mention of 
terms be construed os an act of sub- 
mission, and invigorate the hostility 
of a powerful foe ¢ 

It may,be intended, however, that 
our armament should proceed mo fur- 
ther than Prome, and this possibly may 
notbe more than prudent, By the ean- 
quest of that portion of the Burne 
empire which formerly constituted the 
kingdom of Pegue, we shalt howe, 
struck a serious blow against the 
hanghty nation which had provoked 
our vengeance; we shall be mear to 
our supplies, and be able to assume 
an attitude. so imposing ms may com- 
pel the Borman Government, sssailec 
aa it will also be in its northern ond 
western provinces, to accept the terms 
we may think it right to dictate. 

And now, what are the terins it will 
he most for the interest of the Indian 
Government to propose and to insist 
upon ? 

We hope and trust that it is not 
intended to keep in our own hands 
any portion of conquered territary:. 
Such a course, instead of adding to 
aur security, will probably involye 1s 
in fioture ond expensive wars, by ex- 
tending and this weakening our fron- 


tier. There is a fr more safe and 


b 
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efficacious mode of reducing the power 
of the enemy; a mode we formerly 
hinted at, and which we have reason 
to believe is intended to be carried 
into effect by the Indian Government. 
By restoring the former independent 
governments of Assam and Arracun ; 
by taking these and all the mountain 
states in the north into our strict al- 
liance and protection; by menacing 


the signal yengeance of the British. 
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power in the event of any futute acts 
of aggression on the: part of the Bur- 
mese; and by assuming the character 
of mediators in all disputes, we shall 
reduce the power of the Burman em- 
pire within its ancient limits, and tewch 
the haughty cabinet of Avato observe 
in future a respectful demeanour, to- 
wards a Government, whose national 


strength it has hitherto despised. 





CHINESE DESCRIPTION OF RUSSIA. 


(Extracted from M. 


Tur country of the O fo su (Rus- 
siano) begins to the north of the 
Kalka, near the river Tchookoo (Tshi- 
koi}. It extends on the 5.E. to the 
banks of the Gerbitsi, and thence it 
stretches along the northern declivity 
of the mountains of Khinggan, os far 
as the. ¢i sea; there it borders 
onthe government of the He loong 
Kiong (river of the Black Dragon, or 
Amoor}. In the west it borders upon 

and in the S.W. on the 
country of the Toorgoot (Kalimucs of 
the Wolga) and the Dzon-gar: to the 
north it extends to the sea. Its dis- 
tance from the Chinese capital is, 
0,000lee. The road by which its éri- 
fe arrives at the imperial residence 
by Kiaktoo (Kiakhta), then 
across the country of the Kalka, and 
enters China through Tbhang heen 
Hheoo, 

The country is situated in the ex- 
treme north ; it is difficult to say whe- 
ther the ancientsknew it. Under the 
Thain und Han it was subjected to the 
Hevong-woo. The king of this peo- 
ple, Me teo, according to the Seu 
Kee, extended hia conquests in the 
north over the countries of Hoen yu, 
Khia ahe, Tingling, Ke kooen, and 
Sin Jee, situnted (necording to the 
commentator of the above work) to 
the north of the Hioong-noo. These

ments that the king of the Hisony 
nu, Trice Tehee, subjugated in the 
north first the Ookee, and then, 
turning to the west, the Aian Aoven, 
Thus, it seems that the Aien Anon 
resided north of the Ooaun, and west 
of the Go kee.

They formed the western bor- 
rig gl Se Hioong-nos. The Ahion 
koocn were once driven out of their 
country by Thee Tshee ; and when 
they subsequently returned to it, they 
assumed the name of Ace hoa, and 
received the honorary titles of Me koo 
and He ko sxu (Hekos), Their coun- 
try was frogen, even in surumur; in 
winter the snow accumulated in an 
extraordinary degree. The es 
were proud, robust, and tull, h 
carotty hair, fair countenance, 2 
green eyes. Black hair was disliked 
among them, and those who bad it 
were considered as descendants of the

country, 
Lice, and towards the Pe shan (rate BS 
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Ling, They bead more girls born 
amongst them than boys. The water 
in the great rivers froze to half their 
depth. The people sowed various 
kinds‘of grain, such as millet, bariey, 
wheat, &c.. Their horses were tull 
and strong, Their prince was culled 
Aje, in oddition to his family name. 
He resided at Thsing Shan (blue 
mountain), Thence to the camp of 
the Hoee fe was forty days’ journey 
with loaded camels: 600 lee north of 
the camp of these flowed the Siew go 
(Selenoga), to the N. E. of which are 
snowy monntains. The country is 
full of springs, East of the Thsing 
chon is the Aiea, a river which is 
crossed in boats tied together, It runs 
to N.E., and after having received all 
the other rivers, falls into the sen. 
The Xian Aooen were originally o 
horde of the Aiveng, and their coun- 
try belonged to the Too Mhine (Turks). 
In the east they have the Moo /re dan, 
in the south the ‘Too fan (Thibetans, 
who had extended their conquests far 
north); and in the 5,W, the Kolo foo, 
In 1648 they did homage to the Em- 
peror of China, who gave to their 
country the name of Kia kooen foo, 
and placed it under the inspection of 
the military government of Yan jan, 
In 759 they were beaten by the Hori 


| fe, who subsequently named them Ha 
j, Maen (Hakos}, meaning in their lan- 


or reddish faces. 

“The Koo i Aan lived to the north 
of the sandy desert. Their country 
produced many lilies.* They reared ex- 
cellent horses, Their country stretch- 
edin the north as far asthe sea.

In the time of Foon there were In 
that country O/o acu (Oros, or Rus- 
pians), Ace dee Ace son (Kirghees), 
Kan do no's, and the towns of Tian 
frhoo, Eelan taheoo, and others. 

The history of Yooun saya: “ The 
Kirghees country was more than 
ten thousand lee from Ta foo (Poek- 
in) going towards the south. Their 
country was 1,400 lee long, and half 
that breadth, Tt was crossed by the 
Kian (Jenizei) in the N.W.; ‘SW. 
of them flowed the Opoo (Obe), and. 
N.W. the Fr sin (Typoos), all the rivers 
of the country uniting in the Anggna, 
which flows towards the north into 
the sea. The principal productions of 
the country were fine horses, and 
black and white falcons, 

Augko is the recent name of o river 
near the Airgiers country, about 
25,000 lee from Peeckin, the distance 
to which, uccording to the history of 
the Thang dynasty, the country of 
the Koo fee Aan is 

Oo szu (Qos) is the name of a river 
east of the Airphees and north of the 
Upper-Jenisei,, The word Hen ho ne 
means a large bag with o small open- 
ing, which is the shape of their coun- 
try. It lies to the east of the Oo 
sxx, where the Kian hag its source. 
There are but two defiles by which 
one can cross its borders, anid the 
country is covered with mountains, 
water, forests, and brush-wood, and. 
the roads are very bad.*

During the reign of the Ming dy- 
nasty, China hod no relation what- 
ever with the countries situnted be- 
youd the sandy desert. 

In the beginning of the reign of the 
first’ emperor of the present Mand- 
shoo’ dynasty (about 1645), the Lo- 
sha {Ores or Russians) had clandes- 
tinely seized upon the country of 
Yuker, near the Hefoong Kian (Amoor). 
There they had built a town fortified 
with w atockadefand tried tu subju- 
gate the Sofou, the Dakhoors, and 
other tribes, who’ inhabit the banks 
of the Ergoon (Argoon), und Dzing- 
giree (Tahikiri}, near the Russian bor- 


In 1676 they sent an ambassador 
with the tribute. The emperor or- 
dered him to take severe measures, in 
order thot the Russians might keep 
themselves quict. Nevertheless they 
still persisted in their attempts to sub- 
due the Dzinggiree country, and other 
parts. An army was then marched 
nyninat “them ; they were reduced to 
sue for pardon. Our army returned ; 
but they still remained, at Yaksa (called 
by the Russians Albazin). 

In 1685 this place was closely in- 
vested by Sadsoo, the general in chief 
of the Amoor. The following year 
the Jeotian Khon of their country 
sent an embassy to ask pardon for his 
crimes. They repre that it was 
by the lower ranks of the borders 
that these troubles were excited, 

ged that the siege of Vaksa might be 
raised, and that the frontiers should be 
clearly defined, The emperor agreed. 
to their demand ; and in 1689, 1 num-

Thus 
Nibdshoo was the fret place found on 
their. territory, and Yakea and the 
other districts remained to the empire, 
An inscription was fixed up on the 
borders of the Gerbitsee, bearing this 
stipulation. They were permitted to 
come once a year for the purpose of 
bringing the tribute and for trade; 
and they have ever since kept to the 
treaty. 

In 1693 they sent back two fugitives, 
and the Lee fam Yooun (department 
fot the affairs of the Mongols and 
other subjugated tribes) sent them a 
letter, in which they praised, their 
conduct. In the same year the Tiakhon 
‘Khan sent the tribute and an ambas- 
sador. Qn receiving hi« credentials 
the emperor deigned to say to the 
ministers of state: “ The Russians 
send us tribute; itis an event which 
did not take place in antiquity, Their 
country is very for from my capital, 
and is said to extend 20,000 lee in every 
direction.” 

In 1700 another embassy came and 
offered presents to the emperor, The -_ 
latter said: “ The Russian country _ 
is very far from us; on the N. W..it 
is bounded by the sea. They are 
faithful and submissive to us. The 
Galdaw, reduced to extremity, asked 
their nasistance agniust us; but they 
did not even give them an answer. 
One of their former ambassadors 
regulated the frontiers. The country 
of Nibdshoo and its environs. be- 
lonzed to the hordes of the Joorats 
and Oorianekhai. ‘These hordes in- 
habit the forests, and occupy them- 
selves with the chose of the abel- 
martins. They ure the aborigines of 
those parts ; the Russians have 
subjected them by force, and have 
seized their country.” :

‘said to have been originally very weak. 
Anciently the Orne inhabited the

Towards the north- 
wost it hes about ten states, of which 
Sweden and Turkey are the largest, 
from whom the Russians have taken 
some of their border provinces, and 
thus considerably weakened ther, 

MANNERS, CUSTOMS, dc. 

The country i is cold and damp, and 
has much rain und snow, and seldom 
fine weather, Moulsatns and rivers 
render communication difficult, and 
the forests and jetules are thick and 
dark. The inhabitants live in small 
houses and huts. They have barges 
and cartinees for the purposes of tra- 
velling. Those who cut off their hair 
and ‘beard are considered elegant. 
They put their hair in curls, and think 
that very fine. The common people 
take off their caps, and bow before 
their superiors. ‘Their clothes ore 
made of woollen, They are fond of 
wine, but they ure unacquainted with 
tea The bread is made of wheat

they seldom fight amongst themsel¥es. 
They have a decided taste for singing. 
The punishments are very severe. 
They follow the religion of

his subjects, and their fasts lust several 
tens of days, 


This curious description § is followed 
by wn accotnt of the topography and 
productions of the country, said to be 
taken from the papers of one T'ooler- 
akin, who was sent by the emperor 
Khan-tee to Toorgoot, and on his 
journey Crossed » jmrt of Siberia, It 

seems in general tolerubly correct, and 
shows that the Chinese are pretty 
close observers, We have omitted it, 
however, for want of room, That part, 
indeed, which we have given will sul- 
fice to show, thar the Chinese are not 
sa indifferent to the state of other 
countries, nor so deficient in geographi- 
cal knowledge, us hasheen generally 
supposed. We may smile at their blun- 
ders, and the confidence with which they 
assert things which we know to be po- 
sitive fulschoods; but how many nations 
might smile ot us Europeans, if they 
were acquainted with the silly or false 
views we take of their customs, wrali- 
ners, and religion, and at the ignorance

geography of their countries? It is 
only by a general increase of know-

The next considerable port to the 
north of Baroos is Sinkel, but as we 
had a favourable wind, and our cap- 
tain did not think there was a pros- 
pect of doing much business at that 
place, he proceeded to Tarum, 
where wearrived on Sunday, at 2 F, . 
On drawing near this place, we were o 
lithe alarmed by seeing two native 
boats pulling off towards us, when we 
ed with pirates, hid taken the precan- 
tion of ordering the jeremoody to load. 
his guns-aod muskets off Sinkel. We 
prepared, therefore, for action, as well 
as we could, but bappily our fears 
were unfounded, 
init every year, The season is just 
commencing, and there are five ships 
waiting for cargoes. On going on 
shore through the surf, I hud a very 
narrow escape: from a sneaky Sea,

ed by a number of chiefs, I approached 
him to'pay my respects.

1 then withdrew, mking 
with me a good number of books for 
distribution in the Bazar There 1 
was soon surrounded by a crowd of 
such fierce, during, and insolent peo- 
ple, each carrying in his hand a long 
naked dagger, and looking as if he 
wished to use it, that I thought my 
situation seriously alarming, A malim, 
of priest, now called me to his door, 
supposing me in quest of pepper. I 
told him my object waa to distribute 
the tracts I beld in my hand, a few of 
which I gave him. Whilst he examin- 
ed them, such a crowd of people 
gathered round his door, among wham 
were many other priests, asserting 
that they had previously seen the 
books, und that our object was to 
overturn their religion, that he sooo 
found it necessary to order me from 
his house; and I confess Tshould have 
been happy of the assurance that on/y

The country round Tarumon is 
very populous, and the quantity of

The Rajah's Malay secretary came 
to mew short time before our depar- 
ture, and seemed disposed to be very 
friendly, his brother having been some 
time in our employ, as a teacher in the 
schoolsat Bencoolen. He shewed me 
the Rajuh's house, near which were 
twelve others for os many concubines. 
His wife is of European extraction. 

From Tarumun we sailed for Tan- 


eternity. On Sunday I got a few peo- 
ple to-listen with a good deal of atten- 
tion, to as plain and faithful o stute- 
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After talking, on one oceasion, for 
some time with the Rajah's Juretoolis, 
or writer, in the presence of many 
people, upon various subjects sugeest- 
ed by my reading; and explaining to 
them a tract, he told me very coolly, 
that be supposed 1 onst have been a 
risau, of vagabond, in my native 
country, and banished from thence 
for life, or | never should have settled 
among the Battuks. For « moment I 
felt a litthe hurt to think that I was 
viewed in this light by those for whom 
I have sacrificed all that is included. 
in “kindred, and country, and father’s 
house ;"* but I immediately after took 
shame to myself for such feelings. 
At Tampat Tuan I had the plensore 
of meeting with the vakeel, or minis- 
ter of the King of Acheen, who was 
proceeding down the coast to the seve- 
ral pepper ports, collecting the money 
ustally paid by the several rajahe os 
an acknowledgment of their subjec- 
tion to his Majesty's anthority: I 
guye him some tracts for distribution 
wnongst his friends, und mgde up a 
small parcel for the King. He re- 
quested me to accompany them with 
a letter “to give them weight,” ond 
to afford him an opportunity of men- 
tioning to the King our engagements 
at Bencoolen, Padang, and Sebolgn. 
The scenery about this place,.and 
indeed all to the north of Sinkel, is 
peculiarly pleasing. The lofty moun- 
tains, never trodden by the foot of 
man, bot clothed with the finest tim- 
ber to their very summits, are suffi- 
ciently near the coast to afford the 
admiring traveller, os the morning sun 
seems labouring to surmount them, o 
distinet view of the besutiful ond 
varied folinze with which they are 
adorned. On a lower range nearer 
the coast are the pepper vineyards, 
which, though very extensive, yet 
when viewed in connection with these 
immeasurable uncultivated - forests, 
seem but hke the narrow border. to 
the long full robe, The low grounds 
in the vicinity of the seashore are 
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» “Few of them, 


plunted with paddy, sugar-canes, and 
other vegetables in use among the 
Malays, But alas! what o contrast 
is here presented, when we compare 
the moral with the natural scene. The 
Acheenese seem to be sunk deeper 
in vice than the inhehitents of my 
other part of the island. The most 
unnatural crimes are here universal, 
and committed without shame, From 
their very childhood they wallow in 
every vice, apparently without the 
smallest restraint from any quarter ; 
in short, St. Paul's description of the 
besthen world, in the first chapter of 
Romans, seems hardly to reach the 
present actual state of these miserable 
pe The obstacles in the way of 
thelr melioration are also peculiarly 
great. ‘They profess to have received 
the religion of Muhammed, and to 
believe only in him; but, with the 
exception of those fesiding at the 
principal ports, where there are num- 
bers. of Malay priests, the Acheenese, 
I immgine, know tittle more of Mu- 
hammedgnism than that it counte- 
nances the vices to which they are 
most addicted. 

tively, under= 
stand ‘the Malnyan, They speak a 
language péculiar to themselves, but 
have no written character; nor have I 
been able to learn that they even 
write Achanese with the Malay cha- 
racter, 

Previous to my visiting these parts, I 
had been used to consider the Aches- 
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to Mockie, a distance of about twenty- 
five wiles, where we remained but an 
hour. There being no acknowledged 
Rajah ot this port, the Jeux-moody 
requested me, before we landed, not to 
give any books till we were ready to 
deport, as such distribution might in 
some why canse ua to be detained. 1 
put a nuniber, ‘therefore, into the 
hanils of a priest as T stepped into 
the bont; and as we pulled if 1 saw 
a crowd gather round him te examine 
his prize. 

We now stood for Labuan Aji, with 
a fair wind, and reached that port in 
a few hours. The Rajan is 0 well- 
informed man, and familiar with most 
of the Malay books, 1 was disap- 
pointed in not finding him mt home, 
bot left a Testament, a hymn-book, 
anil a few topies of each of the tracts, 
with his writer, who promised to de- 
liver them to him on his return; I 
also distributed many amongst the 
priests and merchants. The Rajoh’s 
juretoolis is an interesting young man. 
It gave me great pleasure to hear lim 
some of the objections which the 
priests made against reading our tracts. 
He told me that he hadbeen three 
years in Sir T. 8. Railles’ employ at 
Java. We spoke of that distinguished 
individual in very high terms, snd 
intimated thot he was sure Sir 5. wes 
a great admirer of their religion, ae he 
took astonishing delight in collecting 
and reading Malay hooks. 

Between this port and Acheen there 
are only two others of importauct, 
Lasf ond Nolaba, both of which it 
was the enptain’s original intention to 
visit, fat the jure newady hearing 
that there wad no market to thé north 
for his goods, hé resolved, after re 
maining here three days, to returs 
to Tapanooly,—Five days’ pleasunt 
sence of twenty-two days, to the bo- 
som of my family, in better health 
than when I departed. 
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November 1 ith—Oox anchorage last 
evening being closa to a steep bank, the 
depth of water was considerable; and a» 
during the night, produced .a commotion in 
the river resembling the billows of the 
ocean, though on a much smaller scale. 
Towards break of day the wind nbted 
greatly, and bey the time we started on our 
voyage it was completely laid, We had 
now a fall view af Ue Hajemahal chain of 
hills, which terminates by rather an ob- 
Tupi extremity, about a mile from the 
water's edge. © To thot elle of the Ganges 
we shaped our course 5 and my companion 
ond myself landed on an extensive fat of 
and, without a singly biule of grave or 
any other vegetable growing on its surface. 
After walking upwarde ofa mile, we came 
to @ spot where a few rushes aul tufts of 
coarse grasa showed at leant some capability 
of production ; by degrees these uigua of 
vegetation increased, and we reached ulti- 
ioately a complete jungle, composed of 
dhirube god prose thet rose bigter than wur 
heads, and cuncealed wnch from the other's 
view: (Our fowling-pieces being in bad 
onder, though several excellent shots pres 
sorted themselves, we could not tke ad- 
vantage of them, Of these one was real 
vame, of the partridge kind, the first J bad 
seen in the country, apparently the same as 
‘our English bird, We-had now lang pre- 
eeded the budgerow, and feeling a little 
fatigued from our walk in the soft clay and 
loose sad, we sat cureclves down on the 
bank, ood quietly waited the coming up 
of our vessel. Excepting the company of 
parton, who barking, occasionally direct- 
ed abuse, proved rather annoying, nothing 
eceurred during our belt that was in the 
least interesting, or could divert ws from 
thinking ongerly of the bodgerow asl 
breakin. In olmest any other situation 
the view of o large river, with a floet of 
boats passing over it, could not fuil to 
have produced a high degree of sntinfic~ 
ton; Lut at thie part of the Ganges there 
is no prospect seen from the Rajemuhal 
wide amd the river itself, an hefare stated, 
hax no particular intrinsical attractions 


during the day. It is only in the evening, 


when the sun has descended, and the fee- 
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ble rays of twilight display the glitter of 
the waters withont exposing their turbid 
news, thet the Ganges beoormes what ite 
size and vaunted. snperiurity would oad. 
the stranger to expect; and it must. be 
confessed, that then it fully realizes every 
idea which these qualities, contemplated in 
the abstract, can inspire. When our boats 
approached the point of lund noarest the 
hills we felt desirons to po on shore, that 
we might have a nearer view of objects ao 
interesting tous after oor lang course over 
the dull, unvaried plains of Bengal. On 
learning that the village of Sacrigully, 
where it waa the intention of the boat 
Mangee to come-to for the night, wav dis- 
tunt anly a cogs or two, and that dhe road 
was quite clour, wy resolved to proceed on 
foot, taking the servants with us aunt 
some fefreshment, in ease that should be 
required, fram the distance, or any delay 
the budgerow might experience in arriving 
at the village. ‘The ron lay across a sort 
of peninsula, and wee close to the eastern 
extremity of the bills, These bills are 
much less elevaual than they appear to be 
when seen from oa distance; to which de- 
ception, it is prohoble, the general flatness 
around, and the fog which has prevaild 
for some days past, must contribute, ‘The 
most clovated point of the ridge, T should 
think, does not exceed six or eight hundred 
feet above the level of the ocean ; and thay 
rank only with the secondary hills of Bei- 
tain in this respect. No hills in that, or 
perhaps in any other temperate country, 
can match them, however, in the exube-— 
mace of their varied vegetation, their sides 
being clothed to the summit with troes and 
underwood so thick set, that it appoors 
difficult, and often impossible to ascend 
through them. Oerasionally « taller and 
differently shaped free rises out of the 
general dark shade, and gives a pleasing 
variety to the view. The general course 
of the range of the Hajemahal bills is from 
5.W. to N. E. «peaking roundly ; tut from 
the northern side of the main one literal”

tiful projecting lorminal Senile eee 
WAGs bacobheeserriper undbecieaiel 
tom, and ends in o ravine at the angle 
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male ty the junction of the two Lills. 
The vista produced in same of these cacs 
is very complete, a tall tree of a clump 
af smaller ones constituling the extreme 
point on which the eye rests, fully satisfied, 
adit wore, with the limited scene before it. 
We tipped lightly on shore, and hod no- 
thing lesion contersplation than ascending 
the bills, und feasting our eyes with the 
ertensive prospect which the ominetice 
trust afford: but in this matter we soon 
frond we bul peckowed without our lost, 
ate! we hud seareely ventured a foot umeng 
vanta repeated! from all sides © Ftosi— 
oer = Anther”'—" Sou," ond so 
many ther names of terrific inaport, that 
we judged it mbrvisable to defer our intend- 
ad plewmre antil we could obtain ai ie 
surance of its being altogether safe. ‘The 
hilis exhibit no bare rock; and 1 did not 
approach eulficiently mar to their bawe to 
aecertain if there werv any rolled pebbles, 
and their nature, ‘The pathway from 
nurrow, belay searecly sufliciest to allow 
a team of oxen to poss, and eclged with 
long grasa, which obetrocted the view. 
We indulged ourselves, however, with a 
full gaee on the bill at cach benk in the 
of wateral history that presented iteel{ as 
we meted along. Of those which attruct. 
ed our sotice the nests of the black ant 
seemed the most novel and curious, Ata 
short distance we took them for teirds’ 
nests: euch was obout the size of 1 man's 
head, and constrocted on the stems of ted 
reeds, near their sunmmita, of dried yrass 
and teores, “This ant is turgor than-any £ 
have yot seen, and nppears to be no less 
proceeded we were delighted with the ap- 
pearance of one of the wooded ravines, or 
valleys, formed by o side branch off the 
hills, which ran aff more to the north. 
We folt a strong desire to ascend this 
branch, as it appeured to he less steep than 
the others, and the path to the summit noe 
so much obstructed with underwood ; Lat 
the old tale of the © Alugh” by our ser- 
vants sounded in our cars each time we 
proposed it, yn tas Aamo Nene 
character on the stage seemed to give con. 
Gemution t0 thoir awertions an this point’; 
this was the Finebmen, followed by a 
Schicmi, or guard, whose business, 25 vp 
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woderstood, it wae to defend him from 
Decolts and wild animals, the latter of 
which ane said to abound in these fared, 
and bave been known more than once to 
carry off the poor past-boy when unpro- 
tected, We could not belp remarking the 
ineflicacy of this Schicari’s means to the 


‘end of his employment, os his whole 


armour consisted of a bow and a couple of 
arrows, which, one would think, formed 
a iniatmble defense, cither against the at- 
tack of o etrong man or n ferocious tiger. 
Towards Sacrigully the gras hail recently 
been cut down, and we came tpan a com 
paratively open country, having a ficld om 
one 4ide, some bondred yards in bremlth. 
terminated hy the wooded margin of the 
hills and a flat of send on the otber, the 
river serving ms its bow . A bemuti- 
fol view now presenti) itself iin the hill 
which fiomediately overlooks Sacrigully, 
and a low ridge receding from it westwart 
and to the south: there the palm, towering 
above the other trees in ite native bancee=s 
of tronk, and spreading forth its wide 
branched leaves, pave a truly picturespic 
effect tothe ecene, and mode it assume the 
Tndinn character, which we had almunt 
forgot, from iis resemnblance to some of 
the wooled hills of our native land, 
Notwithstanding the rich and lieeuriant 
display which the country presents here, it 

is far behind that land in general attrc- 
tions ; and the scenery of Insdin wants all 
these mssociuted circumstances of active 
hits which form the principal interest in 
that of Europe, During the beat of tre" 
day few of the foutheredk tribes look 
abroad, or are silent, not even sounding 
the harsh notes they possess; but there anv 
no musical binds that I have yer bean!, 
comparable to the treanest of that descrip 
tion at home, Adil to thiv defect, from 


the absence of the volees of the sweet” 


songsiers, the insipility of the flowering 
faut, which althongh heautifal ae Ww 
casily conceiwe how listless and vapid the 
mist favoured spots of India must appeal, 
to 0 Porson secustomed to Enropean =ce- 
nery ; and this, too, without tuking ine 
aersspetarianmn = ame We bnve 
seldom been on khore in the 


of bezzars, whe are styled fakoers by our 
servant. These are in general sturdy fel- 
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lows, well clothed, and ornamented with 
iwads roond their wecks and waists of a 
larger sive than coommon, and their beards 
are allowed to grow, ‘They are vot such 
men as FE had conceived the tert to ex- 
press from the perusal of works on India, 
keer in a devout person, and though sup- 
ported by the gifts of his lay brethren, 
does not demaul thet support, which is 
not only voluntarily bestowed, but even 
presed upon him, from a high oploion of 
hia sanctity. ‘Those fakeers whom we 
wet, however, had no regard. paid to 
ther by the nadives, but, on the contrary, 
appeared to be despiied in the came de- 
gree that our begrars are at home, Seue 
oxen which had just been released from 
the yoke, and were Jed along the rond by 
a native, gave Ws an opportunity of re- 
warking how intractable thee animals 
sometimes are: in general they suave 
wlowly and steadily, but they take occa- 
sional starts, and run awry for many yore 
from their preper course, to the grvut an 
noyence an vexation of thelr conductar. 
‘The appearance of a European id at onee 
ncopmiged by them, os well ox try most 
of the other Indian domestic animals, and 
iever fails to disturh them, Chase to the 
village of Sacrigully, in one or two spota, 
the ground is cleared of the brashwood 
anil siradsd, forming deligltfial little glues, 
that recall io the mind of the Englishman 
many mach loved scenes of his native 
land. Here two, for the first time, we 

experienced a fragrance in the atmosphere, 
exhaled from the stirubes tat surrounded 


the padilock, which greatly enhanced the 


bewuty of the objects of the visial tose. 
Ht is surprising the influence Impressions 
on the olfactory nerves prodece under 
thise circumstances, exciting, in propor- 
tion to their agreenbleness, cither the 
grettest disgust or the highest fecting af 
pleasure. Av honeysuckle, sending forth 
sik enclave eth ined eis the 
soem, than all the ter aucciated cir- 
cumstances of still life which may be cou- 
nected with it. Every one must fool the 
effect, alihough the cause be wot always 
obvious and referable, 

‘We irrived at lengih at the village, 
about two o'clock, having completed our 
jowney tiuch souner than we expected ; 

hat it was evideus that the distance by no 


moans equalled three coss, a4 we had heen 
toll on beavinig the beat: Tt might bave 
amounted to oo abd a half, or two, at 
the most. Sacrigully is a teat Little spent 
and in point of situation and scenery su- 
perior to any village we bave hitherto seen 
on the hauks of either river. * The native 
population appears small, aud there is only 
one bungalow bailt after the European 
fashion, which we were told belonged to 
the Company, but was pot at present in- 
habited by any one, “The site of this tun 
gilow is extremely well chosen, being an 
elevated platform on the bank af the tiver, 
ato point where asett of angle fa produced 
by the jutting in of the land on the water. 
A fine green square lies immediately be- 
hind the house, onal the seep, but not wry 
high bank and sandy beach in front. Bis. 
ing from the pleee of ground behind is a 
cmall perpendicniar bill, woaded com 
plewly te the summit, wheel: is surmentat- 
ed by a Miurkeelman mausoleum, decrmed 
highly sacred by those of this pereumebioat_ 

‘The appearance of the hill with the build- 
ing on the top at once attracted our alien. 

tod, and we never stoppedl ootil we loul 
fairly seated ourselves ona raised brick plut- 
form at the door of the mansolem, ‘There 
was hothing very interesting in the style or 
miaitetials of this, being, like all the wther 
Moorish stractures, ornamented with car- 
ner turrets and arches, having denticulatedd 
borders. The tomb of the peer or holy 
man whose remains rest within its pre. 


cincts is a small circular building, with a» 


dome at top, placed within a surrounding 
wall, which forme the comsplenots object 
from te plain below. In the inside of 
this circular erection is placed, In three 
platforms of different breadth, forming so 
proper tomb of the length of aman, and 
semicylindrical, with a breadth not exceed- 
ing a foot and a lwlf, No attention ap- 
peared to be yaid to Keeping the walle 
clear, and an air of neglect was cotispl- 
cuous throughout the whale, very different 
from the condition of one we afterwards 
visited! at the neat village in our route. 
To recomponse us, however, for the dis- 
appointment expericoced from the state of’ 
the mausoleum, we were gratified with the 


finest view we had beheld since we set foot - 
in Mindowten, The w ig aces the 


erumuive plain before, and 
peptic sn wicca FE 
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tage beni contrasting wiih the re- 

ection of the sun's rays from the river, 
pounaet altogether a prospect of the noblest 
kind, and filled a¥ with a conwntaneous 
impresion of ite sublimity, After mak- 
ing a repast on a little biscuit and brandy 
and water which we had provided, we 
walked about and surveyed the village 
until the arrival of the budgerow. T 
should have remarked, that while we were 
seated ot the door of the mausoleum a great 
many natives passed us and entered the 
building, bot stopped only a very short 
time, and we conceived they had been 
Paying their devotious at the sbrine of the 
saint, whe mortal mould was deposited 
within, Of thesa some were sepoys, and 
bore a cord, similar to the Brahunios, aver 
Heir left ehonlders; but what was the na- 
ture or object of their visit to the tomb: we 
could net ascertain, If indoor, as their 
insignia appeared to imlicate, it is met 
Likely that veneration far a departed Mu- 
_ hometen priest formed. any purt of these. 
The Bil at Ssecrigully is composed of « 
rite crumbling mck of the basaltic 
order, having a dork bluish ground as the 
principal matter, and interspersed iin it 
many small points of o yellowish quarts. 


12th,—This day's voyage proved rather 


barren of incidents, an wo did not go on 
there in the morning, and the hanks of 
the river in our progress were destitute 
of trees and herbage. We were gratifice, 
however, with a spectacle of much novelty, 
in the appearance of eight of ten alligators, 
which we passed on a shelving bank on the 
rightside of the river. These animals re- 
mained us motionless as if they had been so 
many logs of wood, and each preserved 
his place relatively ta his neighbour, with- 
out altering one inch of the distance during 
the whole time we observed them. This 
fixedness seoms no charncter of these crea- 
tunes, and may be sid to be in unison 
with thet of the streami they inhabit, whose 
dulk bonke ond alow maddy waters per- 
fecily correspond with the lurid, unvarying 
aspect of the reptile. Of seme of these 
the lawer half of the body remained im- 
mersed in the water, and the upper was 
‘conspicuous im the air, while of others 
the whole beady rested on the dry sand, 
They did not exeved ten or twelve feet In 
hength, and were proportionally broad, the 
back covered with dark seals, and the 
belly with those of a lighter colour; but

1 remarked that the mout was pointed, 
and very narrow from the bead to ita ex. 
temity, in this respect diffeving from the 
single alligator which we saw on the is- 
land soon after entering the Ganges ; their 
expression also woe hess ferocious, andl in- 
dicated a hes formidable animal, I fired 
two or three shots at them, whieh did wot 
tuke effict ; and bad they struck, the rep- 
thes would not have beea injured hy then, 
az the boat was-too distant to allow on 
efficient shot, “They sank slowly into the 
water fron the sloping hank, and gradually 
disappeared > one of them did not regard 
the shot, but romaloed in the sania posd- 
tion all the time the bonis were posing. 
The dandies seen to deena) these andes 
when they sce them ; yet they do not seru- 
ple at all times to go inte the water above 
their middle, and track the boat when ne- 
cossry, We had, however, a melancholy 
atory told us of a poor mas wha wos car- 
ried away by one of these monsters about 
eight days ago; at Sacrigully; but aa the 
Natives are no pron ty exaggerate every 
circumstance which occurs, 1 am inclined 
to doubt the truth of this narration altw- 
gether, [tappears (if credit: be given to 
it) that nobody was in company with the 
man; and the presence of their compa- 
nions, Tdoubt not, gives a condones to 
the baatmen, which they would mot pos 
ocst if ingle, We observed a bird of 
the gull kind «tanding within a foot of an 
alligator, amd once it appeared as if it 
rested on his neck, without bis being in the 
least disturtn! by it. Whether this bird 
try not be o sort of appendage or alton 
dant of the reptile, supplying perhaps same 
of his wants, or ridding him of nuisances, 
as noxious Insects, I cannot say > but i 
seemed on very familiar terms with the 
scaly herd. ‘That the natives in general 
dread the alligator very litle, we had o 
proof afforded to us, soon after passing 
those mentioned, A man and young Jad 
awam completely across the river with 9 
bert of twenty oxen before them, which, 
aa well as themselves, must have incurred 
some harand if these creatures were really 
eo formidable os they ore represented. 
The possing the river in thin manner we 
somewhat new, and we gazed all dhe time 
with our glass on the animals, until they 
reached the opposite bank; a formetion 
of sand dividing the stream into two, gare 
them some remission in their exertions 
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There was something interesting in the 
woy in-which the man directed the oxen 
through the water, waving to the foremest 
seith bia stick, and pointing out their pro- 
per course. Advancing a little further, 
we perceived two more oxen, a3 We con- 
ceived, in the water; but they proved tm 
bo buffaloes, enjoying themselves in their 
favourite plensure of immersion up to the 
neck, These animals were of a dark 
brown, alinost black colowr, longer thon 
the Indian ox, but more lank in. proportion 
to their size, with a ourrow long head, ane 
sharp piercing eye; their horns very large, 
lightly anuloted, and turoed back with 
their fit sides in front, both together mak- 


ing nearly a complete circle, The horns 


of tha oxen ore turned also back at the 
hase, but project forwards again towwrds 
the extremity; while those of the buifulo 
witirely jueline backwards and outwards, 
the very reverse of the Englishox. They 
made « peculiar low sound in breathing, 
expressive, os it were, of the great satin 
faction they enjoyed. 

Wo still kept on oa line whh the Raje- 
nude bills during this day's sailing ; and 
in different parts of the less clevated of 
these [ could obeerve the wood cleared 
away, and the interval presenting an ap- 
pearance of being cultivated, and. hearing 
some kind af crop. When viewing theo 
open spoces attentively, 1 saw a kind of 
fut in the middle of one of them, ond 
the appearance of a oman at a shart cis 
tance sitting quietly on the ground, his 
body being almost ecoucealed by a. tall 
plant which grew around, What the pur- 
pose of this hut could be T was not able to 
discover until we reached Peerponity the 
following day, where we saw many similar 
ereetions in the cultivated ground, and 
wore informed they served to sbelter men 
whe took their station in the field, in ordor 
io prevent the deor and other animals from 
committing depredations on the crop. 
Asth.—My sudden appearance thiamorm- 
ing ameng the long grass caused great 
alarm to two poor Hindoo females, one of 
whom roared out most luestily on perceiv- 
ing me within a short distance of her, and 
in the act of running in the same diroc- 
tion, for the purpose of taking aim at a 
walerfow) in the neighbouring mush. 
The women generally run off on perceiv- 
ing « European approaching, especially 
the younger ones; wor do they appear lo 
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possess that degree of curiouity which is 
reckoned common to their sex, all the 
world over: ukey seem to be employed 
chiefly in the laborious office of carrying 
water, uni other domestic drudgery. In 
posing the village I observed one of dem 
busily engaged in pounding some material 
in o wooden mortar, with a pestle at least 
five feet long, and tipped with brass, which 
she moved up and down in a very regular 
manner. On inquiring the nature of this 
dumsel's occupation, | wae told sho was 
pounding rice, which certainly appeared to 
me a meet tedious method of ellecting her 
object. ‘Tha village which T allude to is 
named DPeerpointy: it appears very popu 
lous, aul, next to Hajemuhal, is the largest 
we have seen since our entrances into the 
great river. Tt is no less pleasantly si- 
tuated thun Sacriguily, aad, like it, is 
overlooked by ome or two wooded hills, 
which form met its smallest attraction ; 
of these, the principal is not so high and 
perpendicular os that at Sacriguily ; but it 
is larger in extent, end los a much more 
elegant shrine surmounting it than the ome 
iescribed ot tot village. Here olso are 
deposited the remains of a Mussulman, 
who, to judge of his sanctity and im- 
pertance when alive by the veneration 
paid to his memory, and the substantial 
offvrings granted to the minister in atten- 
(ance, must have been a person of great 
moral purity, and no small worldly con- 
sayuence among the followers of the pro- 
phet. The wall forming the enclosure is 
lower bere than that deseribed at the other 
village; but it is more extensive, and or- 
nomented with a pointed hattlement over 
the entrance. On the opposite side is 
placed the tomb in the centre of the en- 
closure, without any covering, and twico 
the size of the one at Sacrigully; but in 
respect of figure and design completely 
resembling that structure, The style of 
bath the wall and tomb is very heavy, 
which even the additidh to the former of 
the light Moorish batilement cannot re- 
move ; but the whole is kept so clean, that 
it produces o very pleming effect on the 
mind of the beholder. At one extremity 
of the tomb there ix a round pillar ina 
niche, on which «a small lop burn day 
and night, for what abject I cannot say. 
While our party were examining this strue- 
ture, a number of the worshippers of the 
fuith came to present their offerings to the 
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Padre, or Musgulrian minister, which of. 
ferings consisted of pice, or a few cowries, 
in proportion to the mean of the danor; 
ood the priest in return prayed for their 
prosperity, and besowght a blessing on 
them for their pious gifts, Musulmans 
appear to form a epnsiderable body in 
Hindoostan : their religions ceremonies, 
though not altogether so singular as those 
of their Hindoo neighbours, must® ccr- 
tainly, some of them, excite the ridicule of 
the European, whine mind is not, like 
their own, under the trammels of « bigat- 
tel superstition, We posed a party of 
Musstluans in the village engaged in 
performing the lant offices to o decensedd 
friend :* the body was lured in the ceutre 
of aemall enclowure, and a tumulus, as in 
customary, erected over it, Within the 
enclosure three people were seated, who 
watched constantly the conwerated spot, 
Alongside them there was a small lamp 
burning, and when we came up they 
seated about to propere for their evening 
mil. ‘The enclow space was kept very 
at ae rpeiet meer Are 
their sole care. On our 
near they made a motion to te, os if nig 
nifying it would be improper, and incon. 
sistent with their rites, to suffer us to pass 
beyond the temporary fence. We were 
informed that they had watched the tomb 
this manner during three deys, and 
that they would continue to da 80 for sewen 
more, in onder that the ten after the new 
moot, fuyuired by the Mubammoedan disci- 
pling, might be completed, ‘This connec- 
thon af the new moon with the religious ob- 
eenmnces of these prople waa exemplified 
in the conduct of our dandies the other 
evening, who, ah SOOT aS. they perceived 
the erewentic luminary in the heavens, 
turned towards her, and tude their salaam 
with the utmost devoutnes, repeating at 
the same time some words, among which 
that of “ Alloh” conld alone be distinctly 
heart. The rock"at Peerpointy is much 
of the same nature ms ab Sacrigully, buat 
hander and more compact; it is of a 
blackish eolbur, with many chrystalline 
(rita, sud aimenin ba 20 ahcai to hecoaie 
a compound rock ; it exhikits a number of 
pores on ite surface. The general aspect 
of the stone would incline one to pro- 
naunce tt of the puesiee, or fava hint ; 
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but it is extremely heavy, notwithstanding 
its porusity, At the shore, no very repu- 
lor stratification. is visible; but the posi. 
tion, such as it is, appears, vertical, A 
solter rock, which jx in all probability of 
the same ature, in a stte of decom. 
position, lie over this harder one, on the 
elevation at the shore, the position of which, 
in a geveral view, seenm horizontal. On 
the neighbouring hillock, however, T found 
the same kind of stone as the farcenention- 
ol at the shore, imal even hander: it dors 
hot observe any regular stratification, tut 
is thrown together in round pieces of great 
‘ize. Limestone must also be found sarne- 
where tn this neighbourhood, aa there ix a 
aor od” lime-work for its meiluction ia they 
quick stute, and no shells are to be soon to 
furnish materials for the operation, The 
quantity made appoored tote small ; and, 
being unable to understarmd the langage 
of the people employed, T cond not ob- 
tain the requisite information on this point. 
Hesides the rocks mentioned, [met wiih 
asort of Arrectia in conshderable masses, 
comiuing of roundish red pebbles, em- 
bedded ina hard clayey medium, The 
appeomnece of the country beyond the first 
clevation on the share is extremely pleas 
ing for the extent of several miles, reach. 
ing to the auomit of the hills, A fiw 
spots are cleared and cultivated, and. bear 
of prec a very promising crop. We 
found im the middle of the eld a umall 
but, or ereetion for sheltering a chobeyder 
(or wawlunan), to protect the crop from 
the depredation of the deer, and seated in 
it a poor wretched booking dwarfish old 
man, who informed ws thet the hills were 
inhucbsited ty ienuinearile, gry eae 
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which furnished a more safe watching- 
place, and affirrdked the man an opportunity 
of driving off the onimals withowt any 
personal risk. A company of sepoys, 
whom we had first met at Sacrigully, again 
presented themaclyes to our wotice of this 
village. ‘These men are a better looking 
ches of people than the peasantry in pene 
ral; but off the parade, and out of the 
presence of their Europenn officers, they 
appear to be subject to the same prejudices, 
anid to follow the same custome as their 
countrymen in civil fii. Their appear- 
ance below the trees, cach man with his 
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particularly interesting, and gave us, for 
the first tine, a specimen of Indian bi- 
vouscking, from which we might judge 
whats spectacle would be presented by am 
army of scverty thousand (the number 
said to be now in the field), all engaged 
in the same occupation. Hitherto [ have 
not observed much difference in the fea- 
tures and general expression of the peo- 
ple on the banks of the river, compared 
with these lower down the «ountry, “The 
only instance of a departure dro the com- 
mon utatlend in thia respect which 1 have 
rect with was that of three Sh ierries, whe 
came up to our tnilgerow yeste ing morn 
ing with some bows and arrows for sale. 
‘These fellows were wot wery tall, but stout 
built, asd presented o peculinrly hardy 
appearance ; their heads seemed lary ser than 
in commonly observed; their lips were 
thicker, and their af nasi more expanded, 
approoching, in all these pointa, ney rer to 
the character of the African than the Asin 
tic; their bowls also appeared! rounder, aml 
bown and arrows they were armed with 
long clubs, which our servants very coolly 
told ts they knocked eevean on ter hetecl weil 1, 
anil finished by literally bestowing on theca 
the exfiats epithet of Decnits. 

Thth,—We shall very soon become ‘ac= 
‘jialntel with the alligators, We parsed 
ten 6r twelve of them this day, lying; 24 
metion, and presenting the appearance of 
what T should suppose an animal aifectul 
with catalepsy would! exhibit, This e- 
trome fixedness, as alluded to before, seem 
1 give a character to the individual, bet is 
perhaps equally referable to all the tribes 
of the reptile order, or at least to many of 
them, being only more conspicuous in the 
alligator from his greatersize, Among tee 
larger alligators to-day we eaw several of 
the smaller size, and white colour, or dirty 
grey, which 1 imagine were young ones, 
‘The eyes of these wens much more promi~ 
nent, and thoy appeared altogether like 


unlike that of so many pieces of ordnance, 
especially when looking in different di- 
rections, as those reptiles which we saw 
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today, some with their sides, and others 
with thelr snouts to the water, the body 
being fmmoveably fixed to the spot which 
they had first occupied, We have hitherto 
had demands made on our bounty, a: hal. 
iatties, by male beggars only; hut today a 
ferwle mendicant appeared on the stage 
with the usual inetrument of syonpathy, @ 
young infant in ber arms, The bebe, 
which was held up in her arms to excite 
our commiseration, could not have ex- 
ceeded a month old; and the unten) ike 
manner in which the mother exposed it 
tended rather to raise our disgust. At 
first we would not listen to her reiterated 
intreaties for money; but her ceaseless 
importunity became so troublesome, that 
we were glad to shut her mouth by a few 
pice “which were thrown ber from the 
budgeruw. Some projecting rocks, and 
the white walls of a temple erect upon 
the summit of dhe adjoining elevation, at- 
tracted our attention, and induced us logo 
on shore earlier than ueual in the afler- 
nowt; the rocks lie on the beach in binge 
rounded blocks, detached from the ele- 
vated ground, to which, evidently, at 
former period they hod united. Two- 
thinds up the mount is situate the temple, 
which is very conspicuous, from its exalred 
position and the snowy whiteness of ite 
walla, I found it to bea Hindoo Dewul, 
anil like all the other erections of a similar 
kind, heavy in style, and devoid of grace 
ful proportions: it wns m myuare, fur. 
mounted by a conves tetracdral pyran ; 
the outer part, surrounding the building, 
ven carefully wwept; and in this several 
persons were standing, as if_in attendance 
on the secred edifice, and ministers of the 
deity whose image it contained, ‘There 
wes indced apparently no image within 
the témple ; and saw onty a kick shone, 
in the shape of a jug, standing in the mid- 
dle of a sort of teson excavated in the 
stond floor, from which a amall channel 
extended to the door of the building, 
anit seamed intended for carrying off the 
water made we of in their ceremonies. 
Around the stone were spread a number of 
mediately over it were fastened several 
choplets, ond different ornaments Got ott 
of the rind of some fruit, or a similar 
material, which T concluded tad been 
presented a5 a votive offering by the wor- 
shippers ef the god, Inthe wall of the 
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but which did not contain any object, I 
tw the image: of some of their guds, 
carved on eqpuares of stone, and placed 
against the rock in a sort of platform; 
these wore sufficiently cumerous, and from 
the similarity of the figure appeared to 
rpreent the same perexnage, IT caret 
give a correct description of this image; 
but ie principal character consists in the 
hend-diese, which is somewhat Tike a Per- 
ting bonnet, being small at the two extre 
mities and large in the middle: the ears 
av ornamented with large car-rings, anid 
the arma describe a large curve. This 
god, Ube servants state, is Sine, whom the 
Hindoos worship under the symbol of » 
black stone, Aa soon ue we tumed the 
point of land on which the temple is si. 
tusted, a moat benntifully varied and pic- 
luresque scene presented itelf to our view. 
The river is here divided lnte two, and the 
hills which rise from the borders of the 
amall branch in six or seven different 
points, nod sepernied cach by o lower 
ridge, gave a character to the prospect wo 
had not before bobeld. These hills ore the 
termination of the Tajemahal range, and, 
like them, are wooded to the sutmit, but 
afa much-smaller degree of elevation. 
On the highest eminence, a tree rises much 
taller den ory of the others, whieh of o 
distance appears like a round tower crown- 
fag the hTH, and on most of the others aire 
similar trees which seem isalated, aud com- 
plete the conical figure of the whole. 
1th.—We anchored lost night on a 
amall island formed by the division of the 
river, and in consequence of the oheence 
of wood and the small nofhber of huts, 
we were not disturbed by the wenn 
ings of the jackall. The wing: bugs, 
whose fotor annoyed us so much, have 
now disappeared ; anil, from without, we 
have only to complain of one nutsance, 
that has broket: my rest for several nights 
past; it is a waterfow! apparently, which 
takes great delight in flying round the 
boats and emitting a shril! peaking noise, 
particularly harsh aml prating on the ear 
wher heard in the still of the night. "The 
rats, which form: par of cur own evtublish. 
met, leave ws amall reason to congratu- 
late ourselves on excoping from such tuij- 
sances without, as they make more noise 
than would disturb the soundest sleeper: 
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equalling of infants, they produce a con- 
eert of disrontinnt sounds, that sets ot de- 
fiance any Dutch specimen of the kind 
ever attempted. Afr sailing along the 
idland, we came again to the main river. 
(On the left hand, immediately at the junc- 
thon with the principal stream, there is on 
Enylish-built house with many low build- 
ings around it, which we concludoil to be 
an indige factory. On this side the coun- 
try looks rich and well cultivated, and ever 
since we left Rajer has worn a very 
diiferentaspect from what itdid lower down, 
where the other presented an appearance 
indicative of fertility; mow this in dry, 
m, and sandy in ite turn, We hal 
tered! the great river bet o little way 
when we perceived two rocky islets in the 
distance, nod in o short time we were 
abrvast of them, oppesite the village of 
Calgong. The munjgec, or boot cuptun, 
declared that the budgerow and the other 
boats would be endangered by approaching 
clow to theee islets, on account of the 
rocks which lay cuncealed below the water; 
and we were obliged to hire a beat at the 
village for the purpose of visiting them. 
These inlets, or rather. rocks, produce 5 
very pretty offéct when seen at’ a small 
dininer, with their huge projecting blocks 
of stone, surmounted by tall trees, which 
the eagle has fixed on for hisabode. “Meir 
appenrance on a nearer view. is perhaps 
grander than at a distance, as the eye books 
up wiih astonishment on the masses all 
soliil ruck, piled one pom the other in all 
directions, and resting, in. many instances, 
an a Hatrow and invisible base. We foul, 
however, on getting nenrer to them, ‘tint 
there were in all three islands, and that 
in the position. in which we first behelil 
them the central one wppeared to form 4 
port of the upper. We first steered our 
burk t the middle inland, sign 
and general appenrance was tnare strikiis 
than those of the other two, Hesides the 
genera! pleasing and picturesque barecter 
of these spots, thus placed, a many 
giants defying the power © sores, 
wo had another source of attraction in tht 
geological noveltics which the trip po: 
mise! to supply us with. ‘The beater 
from the village first landing anil sharing 
the way, we pulled aff’ our shoe #2 
scrambled after them, armed with hammer 
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in hand, and provided with a good Joe 
Munton, in the event of our falling in 
with any noxious animals. Respecting 
these, if we might believe our atterulants, 
there was wullicient ground fur apprehen- 
sion j-and they told as a story of a Cuptun 
— being killed im thin very spat bey a 
large serpent aboutten yenrs ago, and that 
bis remains were interred in the ailjoining 
island : the same serpent, they declared, 
still, existed, and another which it hha 
produced of equal size and ferocity ; the 
length off the largest they stated to exceed 
three titwes that of my fowling-pince. 
This account, whether troc or not, male 
ve ot West cautious in choosing our steps 
over the tock and amidat the lomg grass 
and shrubs; and so far in confirmation of 
it, we found the skin of n snake lying on 
the ‘very first ledge we ascended, whieh, 
although lance, was not to be compared 
rock én this island appeared to ennslst 
chiefly of gneiss, with some porphyry t the 
upper istand is leva thon the eeotral or the 
other; its general aspect is not se bold, 
and there fy a path to the sutmmit, on 
whieb is built # brick mansolewt of mean 
appearance. In the ¢entre of the enclo- 
ture is a tomb, in which, the boatmen 
told os, the unfortunate Captain —— wes 
interred; bot T rather think it is the bury- 
ing-place of a Mussulman, probably some 
priest. Oh the sumenit of this island, not 
far from the mausoleum, there is a sort of 
earved chair cut out of the solid rock, an 
one extremity of which a figure is sculp- 
tured, of the same appearance as the stone 
at the temple mentioned yesterday, ‘There 
is more coil, and vegetation in more luxu- 
riunt-here than in the other islands; and 
on noxious animal, we were tald, inhabits 
it, On the highest point of the lowermost 
island! there is a small temple, men fred 
ruinwus in it: appearance, and closet it's 
hut fohabited, T sxppawe, odeasinnally by 
the priest, when he resorts Whither to per- 
farm the functions of bis office: the tem- 
ple contained the usael block stone, and 
wis dedicated to the worship of Siva. The 
rock of this island, more of the 
granitic charneter of the others, and 
ie nein was more civinctly stratified 
thin any F had met with before, Grent 
numbers of pigeons few from the different 
rocks as we approeched them; and in the 
lowermost, an eagle of the Osprey kind 
Asiagic Journ—- No, LOT. 
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had token op its residence, having built 
its mest on the only tall ree which grew 
Where; thin bird appeored vory large with 
a white beat and breast, and brown wings 
and back, as seen from ile rock below. 
Having carried off specimens of the reeks 
and plants which we found on the island, 
we sailed across v0 the village-of Colgons, 
where the budgerows were laying al wi- 
chor, and lawled for a short time to survey 
the objects an sharc. A Eur 
Louwse, or bungalow, on the point of Toviael,, 
looked very well; but we could oot com- 
mand sufficient leisure to walk tuto the 
Village, and the only thing thot attracted 
nynttention was a man purifying water 
on the licach, as it appeared, fur the pur- 
pose of washing clothes, ‘The purifiention 
veut accomplished by suspending a elath an 
two sticks of some distance frotm each 
other, the extremitics of the cloth being 
drown together so a to form a bag: in 
this hag was placed. a quantity of black 
powder, and the mmuiy water, filtering 
through it, dropped from. the lower parts 
and was received, as clear as chrystal, into 
a pot placed for the purpose. ‘This pow- 
der, Lam infirmed, is made rove the seed 
of some plant (spinage?) burner, or rather 
reduced to the condition of charcoal liy 
dow combustion, ‘The character of our 
dances (or boatrnen), begins to appear by 
degrees: notwithvanding they were order 
ed by the mangee to-day to get into the 
village boat and row us over to the island 
in the tiver; they could not be prevailed 
upon to accompany us urrtil the protnise of 
busshies (a present) was repeated|y made 
to them, exhibiting the weme unaccomme- 
dating sort of temper as I had experienced 
on board the Indiaman from England ; and 
which indeed is to be found, in seme de- 
gree, in all ignorant and unpolished men. 
‘The ploughmen of Scutland are, perhaps, 
as remarkuble for this anaceommedating 
epirit as any clase of people on the face of 
the globe; and it doubtless arises fro 
their beitig placed in the same circum 
stances to which seamen oust necessarily 
be subjected. Living as a distinet bouly, 
without the humanising influence af fe~ 
male votlety, whether at sca. or un share, 
will always be productive of brutish aml 
unamiable manders. 
leth.—'The cold of the morning. air be 
now very great; anil is equally maiifest-

Tus contagious divenses which at 
different periods have desolated Ey- 
rope came, with very few exceptions, 


from the east. They have usually 
heen introduced by Levant travellers, 
or bales of tmerchandize; bol sue 


I __— a 
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tintes they have originated in remote 
corners of Asia,® end have gradually 
proceeded towards the west, depopu- 
lating countries in their progress, until 
their fury has been arrested by the 
waters of the Atlantic Ocean, 

Such was the frightful malady which 
visited Asia and Europe, during the 
middle of the fourteenth century, and 
which is mentioned by the chroniclers 
of the period under the appalling ap- 
pellation of the Black Death. 

It is recorded that it first broke out 
in China, in which extensive empire 
it t said to have destroyed about thir- 
teen millions of inhnbitunts. Thenee 
it travelled through Central Asia. As 
early as 1546 this disease raged in the 
vicinity of the Caspinn Sea and the 
Bosphorus, then in Armenia, Asia 
Minor, Syria, Egypt, and Greece. 
Genoese yessela brought it to Italy, 
whence itspread over Germany, France, 
and England, in which lutter coun- 
tries whole cities were depopulated hy 
its baneful ravages. In London alone, 
50,000 individuals are stated to have 
been bufied in one spot. In Paris the 
xo | mob demanded the mas- 
sacre of all the Jews, who were ac- 
cused of poisoning the wells. 

Jn 1349 the mortality began also in 
Scandinavia, whence, or from Ger- 
many, it was conveyed to Pskow and 
Nowgorod. In the former. city {says 
Karamein, in his History of Russia) 
it broke out during the spring of 1452, 
and continued ruing so. terribly, that 
by the winter, not one-third of the 
inhabitants were left, The symptom 
of the disease were the appearange of 
tumors in the soft cavities of the body, 
accompanied by spitting of blood ; 
these were succeeded by death on the 
or third day. It is impossible, 
observe the historians of the time, to 
imagine the shocking spectacle pre- 
sented on this occasion, Youths and 
old men, parents and children, were 
laid together in the same graves; UH-

Chinn, and iat igs alwanced at fot oe the Bo- 
porter, 
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microns families disappearedtin one day. 
Every priest found In the morning thirty 
or more corpses lying in bia church 
and mass was read over the whole 
at once. Bat the church- soon 
lacked space for new graves, and holes 
were dug in the woods outside of the 
cities. At first, covetous individuals 
were found to wait onthe diseased, in 
hopes of becoming possessors of their 
wealth; but 5 soon as it became evi- 
dent that the disease was commini- 
cated by the touch, or in other words, 
that the property of the victims eon- 
tnined the sting of death, even the 
rich looked in vain for help ; for even 
the son fled from his father. 

There were, however, some indivi+ 
duala who showed the most extracr- 
dinary magnanimity and self-dewotion ; 
they carried: to the church, not only 
their immediate relations, but even 
strangers; assisted at their funerals, 
and prayed for their souls with gete- 
rous fervour in the midst of the 
pestilential tombs, 

Numbers fled from the world, #hut- 
ting themselves up in convents, and 
bequeathing their property to. the 
church; of by feeding ond clothing 
the poor they prepared themselves by 
good works (following the tenets af 
the national faith) for their passage to 
eternity. In short, it wns believed 
that the end of the world waa conic, 
and that no one would survive. 

Under these cireumstances the un- 
fortunate inhnbitnnts of Pakow invited 
the Archbishop Wassilij to come to 
their city and bless them, and aasiat 
them in offering up theit jirayers to 
the Almighty, This faithful pastor, 
disregarding every personal danger, 
instantly obeyed the call of his dis- 
tressed flock. Received by the peo 
ple with feelings of the most lively 
gratitude, Wassilij put on his sacerdo- 
tal robes, and toking o cross in his 
hand, he led the whole popniation in 
a solemn procession round the city. 
Priests sang hymns to the praise of 
God, mouks carried the bones of their 
re ye i ai aa “and 
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there was not o heart so hardened,” 
says the chronicle, “but was melted 
into tears before the allsecing eve of 
tho Almighty!” But death was not 
yet antisfied with the number of its 
iietis 3 the Archbishop, however, 
kad calmed the minds of the inhabi- 
tants of Pskow; tasting, therefore, 
the sweets of Christian submission, 
they awaited now more patiently the 
termination of their sufferings, which 
took. place at the beginning of the 
winter, 


“About the same tithe aa at Pekow, 
the pestilence made its appearance at 
Nowgorod, and also in other provinces 
of Russian, where the numbers that 
died were immense, At Glwchow and 
Bjeloserck not on inhabitent wos left.# 
At Moscow, the metropolitan, the 
Caar, with two of his sons and his 


i 


‘brother, are known to have died about 


the snme period, which makes it pro- 
bable that that city suffered from this 
disease in common with the country 
in general,” 

Two observations have been made 
on this pestilence by the historians of 
all countries; Ist, that more young 
people died of it than old; and 2d, 
that wherever the disease had raged, 
the human race multiplied after it in a 
mest extraordinary degree. Thus no- 
tureis ever on the watch to close the 
breaches that are made in any of her 
quarters. 

In the year 1564 the pestilential 
disease visited Russia again, Tt was 
brought by travellers from Beadesh 
to Nishnym , Xolomna, Pereas- 
lawl, and Poko, carrying off from 
2) to 100. victims + This fricht- 
ful disease in ad the Se 
ing manner: “A pain, like the stub 
of a knife, ran suddenly through the 
heart, shoulder-blades, or between the 
shoulders; the veins became burning, 
blood flowed from the throat, attended 
by 9 strong perspiration and shivering, 
Tn other persona tumors appeared 





* By this ee are probably to wndervtand thus 
those who esexped the plugue, had previously de. 
eertod tiene cities trom pone, — fy. 
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about the. neck of hips, onder the 
cheek-bones or breasts, or between 
aame: unavoidable and speedy, but 
painful death.”—“ There whe no 
time,” observe the annalists, “ to 
bury the dead ; there remained searce- 
ly ten bealthy individuals to a hundred 
that were sick; the unfortunate vic- 
tims breathed their Inst without ony 
one attending them in their dying 
hour, Seven, eight, of more corpses 
were buried in one trench. Many 
houses became quite deserted, in others 
one babe perhaps was left," 

Tn 1965 the malady broke out in 
Rtetow, Twer, Torsok, and other 
places; in 1406 it desolated Moscow, 
In some places it censed for a time, in 
order to return with renewed: fury, 
Thus it raged four times in Pskow and 
Nowgorod, and twice in the districts 
of Moscow, Twer, Smolensk, and 
Rijnsan. In Nowgorod along (aceard- 
ing to the German historian, Kranz), 
80,000 individuals were swept from 
the face of the earth in the short epace 
of six months, “The people,” he re- 
lates, “fell down in the streets and ex- 
pired in a moment; persons in health, 
engaged im burying the dead, died 
suddenly, and were interred in the 
graves they had just dug.” Smo- 
lensk was visited three times, till at 
last (in 1387) five individuals only 
were left alive of the whole pepula- 
tion, and these, in the words of the 
chronicles, “ went forth from the city 
of death, locking its. gates behind 
them.” It seems, indeed, that from 
its first appearance in that ill-fated 
country {in 1352), it scarcely ever left 
it till about 1427, mowing down suc- 
cessive generations, and almost root- 
ing out some of the princely families, 
under whose sway the country at that 
period seems to have been divided. 

The excessive virulence of this dis- 
ease may be entirely attributed to the 
circumstance, that the people took no 
effective nieans for its cure wherever 
the malady raged, or against ite recur- 
rence where it had once dissppear- 


ee 

‘Superstition was then at its 
sah prayers, fasting, processions, 
charities, &c. were resorted tons menns 
to appease the anger of the Almighty, 
whilst the remedies which God had 
placed in their power were disregard- 
ed. Bot, unfortunately, it wos not

On» the Gth of April, by the kindness of 
Mr. Warden, T was accommodated with a 
pascage on board the Antelope, one of the 
Company's cruisers, commanded by Cap. 
tain T. The party with whim I proposed 
to travel through Persia had preceded ame 
inan Arab chip, but having had the good 
fortune to meet with Major M., an olfleer 
of the Madras engineers, who had long 
been employed In the country, and who 
politely invited me to join thom, T could 
not regret a delay which ensured me under 
all reasonable probabilities, asafe, rapid, and 
agreeable journey to the frontiersof Rissa, 
Qur voyage was tedious, and were I to 
adept the same mode of provecding to 
Europe again, 1 think J should prefer em- 
barking in a private merchant yewel, rather 
than accept the very indifferent sccommo- 
dation of the cruisers. They are safer, to 
be sure, being well manned, and command. 
ed by experienced officers ; but they are 
considered ships of war; and the traveller 
is at the captain's table by sufferance, ond 
he is not cortain of reaching his destination, 
for all the cruisers ore under the setor 
officer of the Gulph; and it may so hap- 
pen that a sccond pasnge trust be tiken, 
aftr paying somewhat exorbitantly for the 
finest. Thin very neorly cecurred tous.— We 
were sixteen days in crossing from Hom- 
bay to Muscat. 

This latter place appeared to me to be 
remarkable for nothing but its extnme 
heat, and pie of setees and though I 
landed out of curiosity, I rejoiced, for the 
first time in my life, when the signal_gan 
recalled me to the vessel, The streets of 
the town are so narrow that a palanquit 
could not past them; the bazars more 


filthy even than at Bombay ; the provi- 
sions bad and dear, ‘To this list of objec- 


tions to Muscat ag o residaner, moy be 
added a more importint one derived from 
the temper of the people, who are mot re- 
markable for their civility to sirangers, or 
their general umenity of deportment. It 
is not wise, therefore, to lind unarmed, or 
to remain Jate in the town ot night, even 
with this precaution. The imaum's police 
ix not very efficient, and although the 
imaum bimeelf expresses a high degree of 
considerntion for the British name, he 
was not supposed to regant with much 
pleasure the erratic propensities of writers 
of journaly within his territories, ‘The 
Araba are dirty io their persoms. ‘The 
women that we met in the streets wore 
covered with long vellu; an open net work 


but enabling the wearer to see without 
heing recognized. If this costume i 
adopted out of pity to the inflammable or 
tender-hoarted sojourners of the desert, I 
suspect the precaution Is quite unnecessary. 
Beauty in olthor sex ts either very Tare, or 
very carefully concealed at Museat ; and 
as most of the females are descended on 
the mother’s side from Africans, much 
adintration cannot be expected froma cold 
inhabitant of the north, The situation of 
the town is commanding, and its defences 
from the sea appeared to be respectable; 
but what con be said of a country ao en 


tirely denuded of trees? I sailed from 


the Indlin ocenn to the entrance of the 
Persian Gulf, within sight of land for 
nearly the whole distance ; and though I 


‘repeatedly cramined the const; [never 


once saw a tree, applicable free its sine, to 


ee 
piety that the super 
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any useful domestic purpose. “Tike itdia- 


bitants, howeret, are proportioned inuum- defence atutterod 


ber ta the means of their subsistence, and 
pe not likely to Increase jn a eountry 

which agriculture has long aince deserted, 
Many villages, however, yet remain, which, 
thengh ruined or only lulf inhabited, eer 
tainly attest the existence of a period wher 
the enerey of man gave fertility to these 
barren wastes, and supplied all that nature 
havdenied to them. Muscat is extremely 
unbealthy, and the opthoimia is so preva- 
lont, that few of those who are exposed to 
tet san, and tothe glare of the buildings 
in the town escape the disorder. Leprosy 
ia not uncommon, but T did mot lean 
thitt the natives had swifered much from 
cholera; the former disorder is extecrmed 
contagious, and precautions are adopted te 
prevent any individual infected with it from 
having intercourse with the residents of 
the town. ‘This fact is not undeserving of 
attention, when it is considered how fre- 
(quently this complaint obtrides fteelf on 
our notice in every city of Indin. Tt is 
well known, that in England, charitatile 
foundations for lepers were common ns 
Inte na the eeiens of Henry and Elirabeth, 
though the disorder is now of very rare 
occurrence, wnd may have been eradicated 
by precautions similar to those which 7 
found observed nt Muscat, 

We itniled on tho 20th from these arid 
and inhospitable shores; and after a prs 
sage of seven duyn, during which we were 
constantly in sight of the coast, both of 
Arabia ond Persia, we landed at Husool 
Khyma, once the celebrated capital of the 
Joassumee pitates. This place is a very 
reiiarknhle one; and its general sppeur- 
ance struck me ns being different from the 
sbodes of any of those nations among 
whorn the course of my service has brought 
mt. From the sea it might be considered 
a fortress of the first class, both as to its 
futural and artificial defences; but ap- 
proach Ht, and the delusion conses, Rusool 

is a miserable town ; the ft abode 
Te hail lately experienced the law of the 
conqueror, and all those ap. 
pearances which proclaim that “ stim. 
visaged war" had beon active, amd that a 
short period only had intervened since man 
and man had met in mortal conflict within 
its walis..On every side the remains of 


broken windows; weapons of offinee and 
profusely around WE; 

walls which fire had darkened; all these 
met the eye, and recorded alike the valour 
of cur troops, and the desperate resistance 
opposed to them. J entered some of the 
huts which are flat-roofed, and built of 
stone. “Their appearance is therefore more 
than those of Tnalia, but their 
interior accommodation ix decidedly in- 
ferior, und every arrangement suggested 
very forcibly the wade of litt pursued by 
the Inhabitents, and the necessity of being 
prepared to offer instant resistante to sud- 
den and repeated violence. The sea nearly 
washes the bastions, and a bockwater, in 
which we found many of the Joassamoo 
prowa, further protects the approach to 
the town from the high land of Arabie. 
There was no good water within the walls; 
and as this was to be brought from a dis- 
tance, the town could not offer any pro- 
tracted] resistance against superior force. 
From the commanding officer we ex- 
perienced much civility ; but we were soon 
alarmed by « proposal made to us by Cap- 
tain Mailliard, the officer commanding the 
Company's naval force, to remove to the 
Vestal, a much smaller cruiser, and ono 
whee accommodations were calculated to 
suggest to us tho distinction between bad 
aml wore; but this smangement wos 
politely set aside at my request, and on the 
Ist of May we resummed our voyage, and 
stood aver towards the coast of Persia. 
Nothing could be more tedious or uncom- 
fortable thun this part of the voyage, ‘The 
weather in the gulf, at this season of the 
year, is beyond measure hot ond multry ; 
and the north-east winds blow with such 
Welenee, that we often Jost in one or two 
hours, all that we hod gained in as many 
dye; the ceo also rocked’ our little bark 
20 incessantly, that it waa diffiealt to de 
any thing, but cat, drink, and sleep 5 and 
even these necessary were nod 
effectes) with any pleasure of convenience. 
We posed close to the islands of Anger 
Kishme ond Inderabia. I landed upon 
Khenn, and thought it the most picto- 
of the islands Thad yet seen in the 
pee, ni sasedlch art ye perce 
are not stunted in their growth ; and T ob 


bed, inl T tasted it from several wells 10 
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wis not brackish, but it was all equally in- 
different ; I was particular in my inquiriess 
as T learnt that government proposed to 
obtain possession of Khenn as a naval sta- 
tion. Thave not learnt if the arrangement 
has been carried into effect, but it appeared

“On the 6xh we fell in with H. M.'s ship 
the Eden, Captain L., and although the 
wind was blowing violently, and the sea 


very high, Captain T, went on board with 
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lay on the part of the chief of the town in 
attending us, as it was alregdy late, and 
Captaim T. did not consider the ancharage 
secure. We were informed that he was at 
prayers, and could vot be disturbed, but 
after waiting half un hour, I walked to the 
mosque, by a vast multitude 
of the inhabitants, who, one would suppose, 
had never yet seen an Englishes. We 
found the chief in the musjeed ; and I then 

him with the object of my 
landing, and desired to be informed of the 
possibility or otherwise of proceeding t 
Shirauz, I shewed him also Mr. B,'slet- 
ter. His conduct contradicted the state- 
ment of that gentlemen's letter to me in 
every particular ; horses, be said, were to be 
had, but at an. enormous price; there were 
few in the town, and their prices, from one 


six days delay. I determined in conse. 
quened, to proceed to Bushire; and after 
experiencing considerable difficulty in get~ 
ting off the baggage, which we were oblig- 
ed to tuke off in the ship's boat, Captain T. 
and myself again returned to the cruiser, 
and thas ended my first attempt towards 
locomotion in Persia. I did not regret, 
however, that my plan was unsuecessful ; 
Captain M, was ill, and unable to accom- 
pany me; and FE was sure that a journey 
of 150 miles lay before me ere I could 
overtake the party, who had preceded me 
(as I learnt from Mr. B.) about tea days’ 
mareh. 

On the oth we weighed and stood to- 
wards Cape Verdiston, and after ex- 
periencing violent north-west winds , which 
compelled us aften to lay to almost under 
bare poles, we came to the anchorage in 
the open roads of Bushire on the 14th of 
May. I landed the same evening and 
proceeded to the residency, where T was 
received by Mr. D., a gentleman acting es 
Resident during the absence of Mr.—, 
and by whom I was fiospitatly entertained 
during the sbort period that 1 remained in 
the town, 

I pow commenced my arrangements for 
my journey. By the advice wf Major M. 
T assumed a military drew, and provided 
arms; and having nourishe!? during the 
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bout dxteen wiles from that place. 
tripe peered foot-pace 
With their loads, I'did not reich the vil- 


@ but which was made tolerably comforta- 
ble with skreons and perdahs for any ac- 
commodation, I ought to add that I ad- 


been provided. I was much incommoded 
by the heat at Alee Chungee ; and 1 found 
a difference of ten degrees Fahrenheit be- 
tweea this place and Bushire: at twelve 
o'clock the mercury stood at 110 in the 
hut which I occupied; and I felt a hot 
wind which I had not before experienced 
among the islands, orion the coasts of 
Penia. ‘The night, lowever, was cool, and 
atT ro, finding that Major M. did not 
arrive, I resumed my journey. 

[arrived at Beraajgocn about three in the 
morning; and established mryselfin a little 
garden-louse belonging toa Mr.B., which 
I found more comfortable than the hut of 
the preceding day. The march, which was 
4 long one (about twenty-five miles), over 
a vory stony road, presented no objects of 
interest; and I experienced ‘ime pain 
from the inflammation of my eyes, ocea- 
diated by the beat and dust, We met s¢- 
weral large Aalilas, both of camels and 
mules, coming from Shersuz, and one of

ed nearly half an hour until it had passed. 
The appearance of the country is more 
pleasing than the immediate 
of Bashire ; though the cultivation was evi- 
dently impeded by the pernicious effocts of 
large quantities of salt, which were con- 
ttantly perceptible on the surface, and 
which appeared to prevail throughout the 
low country of Dushtestan: the palm ap- 
peared to fourish; and some few vege- 
tables were procured, which, however, our 
sea voyage could alone recommend, 1 
remarked that the mode of drawing water 
was the same as that in general use in the 
horthern provinces of Hindoastan; the 
bullocks being attached to a rope, at the 
end of which a large musenk is fixed, and 
the draught facilitated by causing them to 
move down an inclined plane. ‘The ter- 
mometer as yet gave po indication of an 
improved climate; it stood during the 
greater part of tle day at 102. 
20th —After a march of about fifteen 
miles, I arrived at Daulkee, and procesd- 
ed to a large coravarserni, which, though 
spacious, was nearly filled with travellers 
like myself. I had undertaken this march 
in opposition to the advice of the ptople 
of Bersajgoon, who stated that the road 
was dangerous, on account of depteda- 
tious of the Mahmensence tribes. My 
servants, however, and myself, were well 
armed ; and though all the travellers we 
met on the road had matchlocks with 
matches ready lighted for action, we pase- 
ed an without molestation. ‘The situatior 
of Daulkee is pi : the town i» 
placed immediately under the rugged and 
tountains which form the 
boundary of the Dushtestan ; and in front 
of it, « plaia of many miles is covered 
with exteusive plantations of dute trees, 
with fregacet patches then in cultivation 
with barley, wheat, and tobacco, At a 
short distance from the town a stream rises 
from a rock, the water of which is very 
warm at ite source, and from which is ex- 


ties as to constitute a considerable and vs- 
luable export. . The water, which is clear 
excepting when this bituminous substance 
“floats upon it, I found sufficiently cool, 
when, at a short distance from its source, to 
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admit of my bathing in it without incon- 
venience: it hada strang bitter taste, and 
on quitting the stream, I found that por- 
tions of the black naphtha had attached 
shemselvea to my arms and legs, which it 
was very difficult to remove. The ther- 
mometer, even at the source of the bot 
atrenm, stood mt five degrees below the 
boiling point: in the litle apartment of 
the caravanseral which T occupied it 
ranged from 96 to 100; 1 was glad, there- 
fore, to sek the top ofthe building, where 
I placed my mottress, and clepe till mid- 
night, when the noise in the enclosed area. 
below, the bells of the avules, and the glare 
of the Hghts used in the preparations fur 
the difficult march which lay before 15, 
obliged me to get up, and prepare like ay 
fellow travellers forthe journey. .Atabout 
one in the morning Iwas joined. by Mujer 
M., and a few minutes after his arrival 
we joined the kalils af mules, and com- 
menced the ascent af the steep and dange- 
rous pass leading into the province of Fars 
from Deulkec. ‘The rood was tremendous, 
anid es there wero upwards of a thousand 
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mules in company, our progres’ wie ex- 
¥ fot the moot, 
without whose light we should not have 
commenced the ascent, our progress could 
not have been free from accident, 1 was 
continually obliged to dismount and. lead 
my horse up the rocky and precipitots ac- 
clivity, anil axsome kafilas nd been plum- 
dered by the maranding tibes that inhabit 
the mountains, I was compelled to make 
convenience yield to security; and for 
eight hours, during which time we re- 
mained on horseback, it was impossible to 
quit the main body, whose mations were 
slow, ara attended by clouds of dust, 1 
was in some degree consoled, however, for 
the fatigues of the night, by the beauty of 
the scenery which the moraing gradually 
unfolded tous. The sun rose over the 
pess in unclowdled majesty, and a each 
succeeding ray of light struck upon the 
rugged and precipitous mases of sand 
and limestane, their summits were tril. 
Tiantly illuminated, while. their bases yet 
remained in the deepest shadow.

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PROPOSALS FOR THE ESTABLISHENT OF A MILITARY 
SEMINARY FOR. 
To the Editor of the Asiatic Journal. . 


Sin: Formerly writers proceeded 
to India at a time of life when they 
could have been little more than half 
educated, and were in no respect 

to discharge the arduous 
political and legal duties about to be 
allotted to them ; and moreover, with- 
out that previous knowledge of the 
native languages which is essential to 
® trac acquaintance with the laws, 
customs, and manners of the natives 
themselves. Haileybury College has

The founders of the Chinese empire 
did not exceed one hundred. families. 
Their ancient habits, which they have 
preserved to this day, form a striking 
contrast with those of the Jndo-ger- 
manie tace. The latter, now spread over 
the continent of Europe,is every where 
divided into hereditary castes, and 
the higher ranks are exceedingly te- 
nacious of their nobility, even when 
dispossessed of every kind of pro- 
perty; the Chinese race, on the con- 
trary, is composed of families all equal 
to one another, and recognizing no 
other rule than that of the reigning 
dynasty, to which they are submitted 
in the most absolute degree; moreover, 
while the European. institutions grant 
to the sovereign sn inalienable fight, 
even after the loss of the’ throne, the 
power in China is regarded only’ 4 
de facto possession; and any ‘new 
power that may arise, is considered 





a rule, that it ts legal for the subjects 
to deliver themselves from oppression 


If the Chinese differ from the Indo- 
germanic race in their political opi- 
nions, they differ still more in their 
religious creed. The ancient inhabi- 
tants of China never admitted of o 
religious system conservative of social 
morals, and manifested by a public 
worship. The Chang-li, or the exalted 
emperor, also called Thian, or Heaven, 


fice occasionally, was not regarded as 
a divinity, punishing and rewarding 
‘human actions, bot rather as a god 
peculiar to the emperor or the empire, 
who took no concern about the affairs 
of other mortals. In return, the latter 
cared nothing for him, and contented 
themselves with sacrificing to the good

is, o¢ what it would appear to be in ano- 
ther situation. The walls at the outlet of 
the basin, as far as we could ascertain, are 
about 100 yards apart, and of the same 
height as those of the amphitheatre for a 
considerable distance down the stream, 
which is not at any time perceptible, on 
account of the bushes and trees. From 


from the thana, and we proceeded with 
our guide along the left bank of the river, 
cultivated fields, unti) we came to 
the brink of the basin, It has not the 
same bold and rugged appearance as the 
one on the Tonse, although the fall of 
water is forty-five feet higher than that on 
the latter river. We did not descend 
easier than that of the Tonse, The descrip- 
tion of one fall in generally applicable to 
all, with very fow variations, such as 
scenery, &c.; the fall consisted of 0: 
unbroken sheet of water upwards of 560 
feet high, and the river above the full is

ing seénery, which, in the opinion of 
many, would be equal to the fall itself. 
The country is cultivated on both sides of 
the Bechun, to the very brink of the pre- 
cipices, and were it not far the roaring of 
the fall, it might be posed by unnoticed 
within a few yards of it, there being no- 
thing to point eat the place, A little be- 
tow the fall the river branches edt to the 
right and left; both branches fall into the 
Tonse at the further end of a very beauti- 
ful little valley called the Terhaee, about 
three miles further down. 

We left Chechave this afternoon, fur- 
nished with « better from our kind friend 
the killedar to the thanadar of Keotee, o 
village about twelve miles distant on the 
Mahamuddy, on which the third fall is 
situated, We arrived at the village at nine 
rit, afd erossed the river to the place 
where we saw Our tent was pitched. ‘The 
streart at the ford ix about 100 yards wide, 
exccalvely rapid, and ea rocky and slip 
pery, thot we found it pradent to take off 
our boots and stockings and to lead our 
borees across. ‘The following: morning we 
went with our guide to see the fall, anil 
although it i not so high as that on the 
Bechun, eff I have no hesitation in giv- 
Ing this fall the preference to either of the 
others, on aecount of the grandeur and 

ss of the surrounding scenery. 
We descended to the water's edge on the 
right bank of the river, immediately under 
the fort at Keotee, which extends along 
ihe cliff about 200 yards; the fall pitches 
itself In a beautiful cascade of 270 foet to 
the bottom of the basin, leaving the wall 
in o little at the top; the sides of the 
basin, and the hideous crags hanging 
long grass, and the leafy tops of the trees, 
parily ‘tam from their foundation by the 
torrents during the last rains: Here you 
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are surrounded by the high works of na 
ture's maiseury; looking oround with 
more terror and awe than ever, whilst the: 
foaming falls of the river sound in your 
curs, and the bush-elad crags hang fright 
fully over your head; wothing to be seen 
tut the clouds and the endless firmament 
beyond the gap above, and scurcely a my 
of the scorching sn of Hindoostan enters 
into the cool recesses around, After re- 
maining here for nearly an hour, we os 
cended by the left bank, highly gratified 
with our morning's tour. About 200 
yards above the full, and in the middle of 
the river, is an inaulated spot, upon which 
is built a Hindoo temple, where there aro 
a good number of Sunyassies amd Gosains, 
During the ruins this place ix not acoessi- 
ble, and whether the above gentry live 
there during that time I cannot say. Near 
the temple, mong the rocks, we saw the 
body of a mmn, who must have been 
drowned in crossing the river; the body 
was allowed to remain there, aod no one 
would touch it, not knowing whether it be- 
longed toa Hindoo or a Mussulman ; thoy 
would neither born nor bury it, but al- 
lowed it te remain und rot where il was. 
We left this ploce in the afternoon 
highly gratified, and joined the Mirza 
pore road the same evening at the village 
of Mungowa, about twelve milos distant. 
1 feel confident of my inability to do 
justice to the Rewahy waterfalls, und shall 
leave a more accurmte description of them 
to be given by an abler pen. Should any 
of your renilers be passing by them, the 
sight will, I am coafident, sufficiently 
compensate the traveller for his journey. 
At the sometime, T would give hinva hint 
horses with hitn, for be will get nothing at 
any of the villages that are not imunediately 
on the main road_ ‘

It was formerly 
large, but fell gradually into decay, 
and became the retreat of wild beasts. 
It was afterwards rebuilt by Mirza 
Aboo-bekr, who resided there, having 


discovered thatthe airand water of the ~ 


country agreed with his constitution. 
This prince had water conducted into 
it, and adorned it with splendid build- 
ings. He surrounded it with walls 
thirty cubits high, and planted 1,200 
gardens in its vicinity. With respect 
to the irrigation of trees, and gardens 
full of flowers, there is no town in 
the whole af Kashgar comparable to 
Yarkeni. The water there is excel- 
lent and abundant. The river which 
passes by it diminishes in spring and 
enlarges about the middle of the sum- 
mer. J stones are found in its 
bed. The air at Farkend is not pure; 
but in all the country of Kashgar the 
water and air are cold and wholesome, 
and the inhabitants shew a healthy 
complexion, Although there is fruit 
in abundance, there ure but few dis- 
cxses in the country: the fruit, indeed, 
is not turned tomuch advantage. The 
population is divided into four classes, 
viz, the subjecta (ble); the Kootshoen 
(ee-92 )» who are also called soldiers 
(Seepahee); the nomade tribes, mak 
functionaries, From Yartend to Lak- 
hoofskeh (4S (33) the caravan is 
three days in travelling. That space 
ix filled with rivers, trees, and. gar- 
dens. After traversing it, it is six days’ 
journey to Khofan, With the excep- 
tion of the stations, there is no in- 
habited place on the whole route; 
and the country is a desert.
